Priests from nearby St. Fran- 
cis Xavier U o m a n Catholic 
Church, where Mrs. Kennedy at- 
tends daily Mass when at the 
compound, administered the last 
rites of the Catholic Chureh to 
the former ambassador two or 
three times within the past 
montii.

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Rocket blasts Apollo 

into close lunar orbit 



CENTER. Honiton 
(UPT) — Apollo 12's space p!I- 
otB, flying a route of no-return, 
wMpped behind the moon Mon- 
day night and blasted tlieni- 
•alTM Into lunar orbit (or Amer- 
tea'a aeeond moon landing. 

Since the Bpaceshlp could not 
oommttnlcate with earth from 

behind the moon, 32 tense niin- 
utes elapsed while the world 
waited for word from Navy com- 
manders, Charles "Pete" Con- 
rad, 39, Alan Bean, 37, and Rl- 
etord Oordon, 40. 

rr WAS the first time astron- 
ants had rorkftf'd into moon or- 
bit from anything other than a 
tree-retura-trajeetonr. 

Had iinythinc; hiippened to the 
main ('(Jiiitiiaiid ship engine, the 
apace pilui^i would have had to 
scramble lu t^ct tioinp. 

A free-retuni-trujcctory al- 
lows astronauts to loop around 
the moon and head tor earth 
even If their rocket falls to fire, 
but mtsalOli planners had Apol- 
lo 12 deviate from this route so 
they could carry out a pinpoint 
landing on the moon, and stilt 
get the sun lighting conditions 
that are required. 



THE ASTRONAUTS lowered 
themaeivas Into the lunar orbit 
bjr firing a 5 minute, SS-4 sec- 
ond braking blaat that slowed 
them from 8,146 miles an hour 
to 6,470 m.p.h. 

Their egf-ishaped orbit, rang- 
ing from about 71 to 194 miles 
above the lunar surfare will be 
trimmed today to a more circu- 
lar route about 82 to 74 mtles 
high. 

Prom that point, Conrad and 
Bean will fly the lunar lander 
Intrepid to the surface of the 
moon, landing at 1 : S t a.in. 
Wednesday, 

Tht^y will spend H hours on 
the lunar surface daring the 
$350 million mission, gathering 
about 100 pounds of moon rocks 
and setting up a ini clear pnwfr- 
ed scientific base during two 
separate moon walks totaling up 
to eight hoars. 

BKF<'>ItK tilipi»inK behind tht; 
moon for the first time, ground 
controllers gave the astronauts 
some fresh instructionfs for om- 
ergency procedures to follow if 
anything happened to tbe main 
engine. 

In the event of such a failure, 
the astronattts still eoftld have 



fallen back on their descent en- 
gines to get back on a home- 
ward-bottod track. 

But spacecraft communicator 
Ed Gibson explained since the 
spacecraft's trajectory to the ' • 
moon was slightly different JjjtL 
than first planned, tt would be Wffk 
necessary to take a different 
aim in the event anything went 
wrong. 

THE .4POLIjO 12 astronauts 

learned Monday that a baby 
born in Baltimore Friday just as 
they blasted away from Cape 
Kennedy had been named after 
all three of them. 

The news was radioed up to 
the mooabound spaceship just 
after Conrad, Gordon and Bean 
woke up late Monday afternoon. 

"There's a new baby boy, 
born to a Battimore mother at 
the precise time of your liftoff," 
spacecraft communicator Paul 
Weitz Kaid. "His name is Charles 
Richard Alan. Wilson is the last 
name." 

A crackle of static interrupt- 
ed the news, and Conrad asked 
"Which name was first?" 
"Charles Richard Alan," Weitz 
repeated. "Al, I guess you just 
uiuok ia. there." 



Vote nears on Haynsworth 



WASmHOVON (UPI) —Sen. 
Winston Prouty, Vermont Re- 
publican, gave administration 
forces a boost Monday by an- 
nouncing he would vote for Cle- 
ment Haynsworth Jr.'s nomlaA- 
tlon to the Supreme Court. 

As the Senate iieared a show- 
down vote on President Nixon's 
controversial appointment of a 
successor to former JTnstice Abe 
Fortas, Prouty's position left the 
outcome in the bands of 15 sen- 
ators who have taken no stand, 
pnhlicly or privately, on HaynS' 
worth. 

The latest UPI tally indicated 
that 46 senators would vote 
against confirmation, 39 would 
support it and 15 were undecid- 
ed. 

PROUTY said he was convinc- 



ed that Haynsworth was quali- 
fied to serve on the high court. 
Opposition to Haynsworth was 
"more on political grounds than 
ethical grounds and more emo- 
tional than reasoned," he said. 

Sen, Robert Byrd, West Vir- 
ginia Democrat, charged that the 
judi^c's liberal opponents are iK- 
noring the desires of the elector- 
ate. 

Nixon's nomination of Hayns- 
worth is "reflecting the opinion 
of the people who elected him at 
the polls last November," Byrd 
said. And Nixon was elected, he 
said, because he 'appeared tO he 
less liberal than the nominee of 
my own party," Hubert Humph- 
rey.

Hayasworth's b a ethers as well 
as toes agreed that the vote on 
confirmation would be close. 
Sen. Gordon Allott, Colorado Re- 
publican, predicted a narrow 
favorable vote, and Sen. Robert 
Griffin of Michtgan, the OOP 
whip, loreoast a Haynsworth de- 
teat by two or three votet.

Education strike 
hits mile-high city ^ 

DENVER (UP1> — Almost S.OOO pnbUe school teachers 
staged their ttrst edncatlon strike In Colorado history Mon- 
day. closinK all but 4 8 of Denver's elementary schools. 

All of the city's 25 Junior and senior high schools and 
44 ot the 92 elementary schools were closed, glTtng most 
ot the 3 6.0 no public school students a day off. 

About 2,U0U cheering teachers vowed at a rally to stay 
away from classes nntll their demands were met by the 
board of education. 

Officials of the striking Denver Classroom Teachers As- 
sociation (D.C.T.A.) said they counted 2.734 teachers away 
from class and 1.216 who Sad shown up Tor work. 

F.Uion (Jilmoip, chief negotiator for the teachers, said 
the only thiu^ t>eparatiug the two sides was a school board 
refusal to grant a higher maxiaittm sataiy for teaohors 
with a master's degroe.

Spying charged in riot trial 



CHICAGO (UPI) - The de- 
fense argued Monday a mistrial 
shoald be declared in the riot 
conspiracy trial ot seven men be- 
eanse of police infiltration and 
spying Into affain of the de- 
feadants. 

VM. District Court Judge Ju- 
lius Hoffman ruled tbat the de- 
fense charges were "unsubstan- 
tiated" and denied the motion. 

DKBVNSK iiHorticys continu- 
ed eroM«examining police under- 
cover agent Irvin Bock as the 
government reportedly neared 
an end to presentation ot Its 
ease. 

The seven defendants are ac- 
cused ot conspiring to incite the 
rioting that erupted in Chicago 
J Immediately before and during 



the 1968 DeuAoeratle Natioaal 
Convention. 

Detense attorney Leonard 
WeinglasB said undercover ag- 
ents had been so active in infil- 
trating the defense camp that 
lawyers are not sure who, even 
amoBg Uielr own staff, they can 
trost. 

HK SAID Bock infiltrated to 
effectively tbat Weinglass con- 
fided defense secrets to him be- 
fore the trial began. 

Weinglass said that since the 
trial started, the defense has 

diacovi red that Chicago police- 
men are going through waste pa- 
per baskets takea from the de- 
fense offices. 

The defense's October tele- 
phone hilt was deliveriMl opt'in-d 
and reaealed with tape, he said. 



Although some of the tape 
decks are sold to pawn shopa in 
the area, most are either sold 
to individuals or taken out of 
the arM and sold. 

Most cars with stereos in 
them are locked but this pre- 
sents little problems for thieves 
since a car can be opened with 
a coat-hanger or by breaking or 
prying open the vent-wlndov. 

Tt ifj important for owners of 
car steroes to keep a record ol 
its serial number and any iden- 
tifying marks. If the stereo has 
been in the area, it can still be 
Identified and traced Imek to the 
thief. Pawn shops are renuired 
to keep a record of the persons 
selling them merchandise. 

Stndeatt who own ear stereos 
are encouraged to be watchful 
of persons prowling in student 
parking lots since many have 
been stolen from these areas. 
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Study indicates 
discrimination in 
federal programs 



WASHIXGTOV (UPI) —Fed- 
eral sciiooi programs discrlmin* 
ate against ar^as of low popula- 
tion density such as western 
Kansas, a study by a Kansas 
school superintendent contends. 

The study of western Kansas 
education needs was done by 

Supt. A, G. Larsen of the Norton 
Public Schools, for Rep. Keith 
Sebelius, K a n s as Republican. 
Sebelius releaiMd the report 
Monday. 

"The study was made primar- 
ily to try to find workable an- 
swers to a most pressing and ur> 
gent problem in rural and Hmall- 
town America — the migration 
of our young people to the cit- 
ies," Luvea said in his report. 

THR QI'KHTIOXS covered by 

the study were: 

SHOW the district's schools 
i be improved by federal 
money so that students would be 
encouraged to stay In their home 
area when they reach the a|^ to 
earn a living: 

How the district schools 

can find "in the maze of SSn ed- 
ucational programs, the pro- 
gram best suited to meet local 
educational needs. 

How the private sector and 
the Imsineaamaii can be used to 
help education in the least ex- 
pensive way. 

THE liAHT is "in keeping 
with the Nixon administration's 
new emphasis and encouragement 
of the fundamental principle 
that local communities should 
do what they can for themselves, 
without undue reltanee on the 
federal govemiaflatt" the report 
said. 



"Quite frankly, the overall 
federal education program dis- 
criminates against districts like 
the 'Big First.' Federal leghila- 
tlon Is designed to benefit speci- 
fic categories of students — 
those economically or education- 
ally deprived and those living in 
areas of high population densi- 
ty," the report said. 

The study made four recom- 
mendations: 

Local citizens set educa- 
tional policy and "get on record 
regarding federal programs."

Myths create anguish for conscientious objectors

As a draft counselor, it has been my oppor- 
tunity to help young men think through the 
question of conscIenUoiu ob|ectlon. It Is not 
an easy question. Many of the young men who 
consider the CO. position bring to my office 
a curious collection of "myths" that often 
prevent them from going any further with 
their questioning than a hesitant Inquiry. 

Because you may be one of those persons 
of conscience who anguish over your position 
in relation to "bearing arms and having to 
kill" or "serving in the armed forces at ail" 1 
would like to shatter the myths of the CO* 
in order to release you to deal with the "real" 
Issues of the CO. question. 

OFTEN ILL-INFORMED persons, includ- 
ing your family, your fellow students, your 
"girl," your draft board membera, bring to 
the CO. a curtous collection of beliefs. Four 
often heard statements about the CO. include 
the following: 

• C.O.'s are irresponsible draft evaders. 

• C.0.*8 undermine the strength and de- 
fei^ of their country. 

• C0.'8 are only a tiny ineffectual mtnorlty, 
lapsing into quietude. 

• C.O.'s will suffer life-long discrimination 
as a result of their action. 

XT EHCOUNTSB with CO.'s and men 
agonizing over the questions of conscientious 
objections refutes the logic of the above four 

statement F. 

In the first place, C.O.'s are not Irresponsible 
draft evaders. Instead of responding to the 
draft in a simple negative manner, I think 
the CO. sees himself proposing with his stand 
and Ufe style a better way of improving the

human situation. A CO. stiU must serve htS 
country for two years. 

HE FI6HTS A different battle— a battle 

that takes him to hard core slum problems 
of the cities, to mental hospitals, to work 
among minority groups which include Blaclcs, 
Pue.vO Ricans, Mexican Americans, Indian- 
Americans, Americans and others. 

There are also many CO.'s working in de- 
veloping countries In South America, Africa, 
the Middle East, and Asia. In these countries 
C.O.'s constitute a major Influence in the 
medical, educational, and technical assistance 
programs. There are many wars — ignorance, 
food disease — ^to he fought. The CO. has 
chosen a different battleground; he has not 
evaded anything. 

SE00in>LY, THE CO. is not undermining 
the strengUi of the United States. Quite the 
contrary the CO. reveals the strength of this 
country. He is allowed to "be" just as he Is. 
I*m sure that he has a testimony that he is 
giving. He generally would say to us who 
are not C.O.'s: 

• Realize that wars have not and will not 
r@K>lve the problems of this nation and Its 
neighbors. Problems resulting from deep cul- 
tural chasms, lacli of trust, and the fear ig- 
norance engenders, call for communication 
and confrontation on the personal level, not 
throuf^ homicide or Impenetrable poUttcal 
smoke screens. 

• C.O.'s are saying that individuals as per- 
sons are becoming Increasingly ignored by 
the collective wisdom of the military-indus- 
trial logic. 

• CO.'S say fight a war with weapons that 
heal and reconcile. This kind of logic is a 
necessary "prophetic presence" in our midst.

Now thousands of Am* rlcans are being 
maligned with similar epithets by such 
pbrasemakers as Spiro Agnew. 

WHBM PBBSIDENT Nixon made his plea 
for national support in his end-the-war 



efforts, he was emotional and effective. 
What he said made sense to members of 
the fence-straddling public. 

Many believed Nixon's speech would stave 
off another moratorium. If the silent ma- 
jority does indeed belong to Nixon, mora- 
torium participants would become dropouts, 
embarrassed or afraid to take to the street 

It IT THERE WERE at least 300,000 Viet- 
nam war protesters in Washington this 
week. Some think there were more — many 
more. 

Even if there is a silent, invisible majority 
backing President Nixon, the facts are. as 
ex-Secretary of Defense Clark Clifford 
pointed out: 

"Major elements of the national consti- 
tuency — the business community, the press, 
the churches, the profossionul groups, col- 
lege presidents, students and most of the 
intellectual community — have LumeU 
against the war." 

PBESIBEMT NIXOM is no less a political 
animal than most other presidents have 
been. Silent and vocal majorities In this 
country ail vote. And Nixon was only about 



44,000 votes ahead of his Democrat oppon- 
ent Hubert Humphrey. 

The question renuiins after two mora- 
toriums: Does an outpouring of people 
help end the war any sooner? 

Perhaps the answer depends on what 
moratorium leaders have planned for De- 
cember, January. February. 

AMiW Ai{ demonstrators have come out 
in supplication, liave walked like i)ilginis, 
holding candles, standing one l)y tnir in our 
nation's capital. They liavt- massed and 
swarmed and listened in army-sized for- 
mations to their ministers and mimicians 
call for peace. 

If this peaceful action continues, Nixon 
can continue on his current route to end 
the war. 

But if he doesn't take positive action in 
the next three months. America's youth will 
turn to other tactics to end the war. Peace- 
ful demonstrations will turn to hateful riots. 
Nixon will lose control. 

If Nixon does not act quickly to end the 
war in Vietnam, he will be faced with 
another war in America.

Student Senate defeated a recommendation tliat 
the new systeni of goverDment be approved by ao ail-Unt- 
Terslty referandain. 

Judy Juiii^H. Htudent vice cbairsiU, said she AM Dot be- 
lieve the student body waa edncAtta to the potMttltiity and 
Intrleaeiea of the eonicitiitioii tad could not vaUAir eonria- 
er the measure. 

Senate recommended a percentage increase in the 
Senate and Faealty senators needed to wtlfy the eonstltii« 
tlon from a majority to two-thtrds of the member»blp. 

Final ratirication will not occur until the taak force pre- 
•ents Its final draft tor approval in several months. 

SKX.XTK ALSO reconimcndcd that the University Coun- 
cil not bt; delegated power to evict a student from bis liv- 
ing unit. The eonstltntlon sttpniates that "in disclpllnanr 
cases, tbe justices (of the University courts) shall have the 
power ... to evict a resident from bis and /or all other 
University living units." 

"This j)laceB people under unequal jeopardy." Russell 
Bberbart, graduate senator, said. "Courts could kicli a stu- 
dent out of a dormtntory but not out of a fraternity." 

Another senator pointed out that the term "University 
living' nnitf*" applied to any University-approved living unit 
and that such a measure was necessary If a person refnaed 
to move to other housing even tbongb lie and his living 
group bad become Irreconcilable. 

Student Senate, nevertbeless, recommended to the taak 
force that this saetlon be delated. 

IN OTHEll sections of the constitution graduate students 
were recognised finally as a separate entity of ^ Univer- 
sity. Student Senate has tncorixirntcd the graduates as stu- 
dente in tbe University Council menibersblp ratio aud the 
definitions of members of the University community. 

However. Senate approvetl Jcirrty Spears' proposal thai 
graduate Htudenta be placed uiion tbe University Tribunal 
as graduate justlees. 

Spears said that recognition of the f^'raduatt ;ih a sep- 
arate entity was especially applicable in iudlcial questions. 
A graduate student who disagrees with a faculty action on 
a eouTse, even If the graduate Is teaching the course, can- 
not redress* the case in (acuity courts because the faculty do 
not recognize graduate students as full faculty. 
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Newcom dumps claim 
for post-game damages

The student Governing Association 
(S.O.A.) has refused to pay for two 
trash contatners ruined last monl^ in 
an AggievUle post-game rally. 

The containers were bur.ied in a 
bonfire following the K-Slate-Okiaboma foot- 
ball game Oct. 2S. 

THE STATEMENT from tbe trash com- 
pany alleged one container was totally de- 
stroyed, while another was damaged and had 
to be sandblasted and repainted. Total cost 
for replacement of the containers was |2fi0. 

Tbe bill was nent by Marshall Smith, owner 
of the City Refuse Company, 

"Due to lack of police and fire department 
protection, the above property was i)ut Into 
the bonfire by persons assembled in a riotous 
and uncontrolled action. The mayor, police 
and tire department were summoned and all 
refuaed assistance," the company's statement 
said. 

Smith said policemen, an assistant city 

manager and a University vice president were 
at the bonfire but none attempted to pre- 
vent the destmetion of property. 

CHUCK NEWCOM, student body president, 
replied to the hill. 



"I, as you, deeply regret tbe vandalism 
which took place following tbe football game. 
However. I am totally unwilling to accept 
eithtT the financial or moral responsibility 
for thtise actions on behalf of the students 
of K-8tate." he said. 

Mrs. Irl Yeo, City mayor, siiid she also at- 
tended the bonfire. She said it was "unrealis* 
tic to try and step in to do Mmethlng," be- 
cause of tbe numlx r of iier.surt!] and the fact 
"that many people were full of beer." 

XEWCOM S.UD In the letter that, "much 
of the vandalism was perpetrated by Junior 
high and high school aged people as well as 
older people who were either alums or exfau- 
berani townspeople." 

Newcom added that "those participating 
in the vandalism have not been Identified as 
K-Sta(e students and even if they were, they 
were acting ifor themselves, not on bPhalf of 
S.O.A. or any other campus organization. I 
must therefore inform you that 8.U.A. does 
not intend to pay this |250." 

Mrs. Teo said the City of Manhattan, to- 
gether with representatalves of the local 
nierchanls and the UniverHity. is seeking an 
alternative to bonfirea In the streets. "There 
has to be some place for students to blow off 
steam when we win a g^me," she said. "We 
are looking tor a better way to handle It."

"than we expected," but after double-cbeck- 
tng, ground controllers reported the thruster 
activity was within acceptable margins.

Youth, not welfare, target of poverty war ^

In 1963, poverty was buried deep in the Ust 
of national priorities. 

To far too many ultra-conservatives — then 
as now — the word poverty was automatically 
associated with la^neas. The oonsermtlves 
therefore saw no need to ii^tlato programs 
to conrect ^ prohl«n. 

THEN, PRESIDENT Johnson startled the 
nation by releasing the actual figures. 

In 1963, over 36,000»000 Americans were 
part of families that were living on incomes 
of less than |3,000 annually. 

lMlEtSII>ENT8 KENNEDY and Johnson saw 
poverty as an economic as well as a humani- 
tarian problem. These 35.000.000 represented 
an undeveloped economic potential. They 
spent little, because they had little. 

If these people could be lifted up to pros- 
perous consumers the spending power that 
would be generated would be a far greater 
asset to the nation's economy than any In- 
c»«a8e in foreign markets. 

Today's impoverished citizens were born 
Into poverty. Their parents were born into it, 
also. A person born into poverty lives an 
early life of inferiority, idleness, waste, and 
general unhappiness. 

Unlike the rest of this nation's people, he 
never realizes such things as spending money, 
good food, proper shelter and adequate school- 
ing. 

It is a bitter heritage for millions. 

BUT, FAB TO© many people fall to see the 
War on Poverty's major objectives. They 
view it as merely another opportunity for the 
government to create a bureacracy that hands 
out more welfare checks to welfare recipients. 

Actually, the major thrust of the War on 
Poverty is towards youth and ia not In the 



form of weekly ehecka. The goal is to try to 

insure that the younger generation won*t 
fall into the same rut their parenta are in. 

Consequently prc^rams have been designed 
to break the poverty cycle. Operation Head 
Start has worked with a measure of success 
with the children, promoting instead of stifling 
a young person's enthusiasm. 

SUCH PROGRAHS, Johnson said, "work 

with fragile things." 

"They awaken in a slnm a child's desire to 
learn, and stir in a discouraged man a sense of 
his own importance, giving a poor community 
a voice in directing Its own affairs and con- 
sequently an inter^t in its future," John«>n 
said. 

The program's early work wasn't helped 
any by press reports of graft and corruption. 
Even though these instances were slight and 
scattered, the successes failed to make the 
headlines. 

TODAY, OVER A half million volunteers 
are working toward the poverty program's 
goals, but ue are again hearing grumblings 
about its purpose and president Nixon to re- 
luctant to give it his full support. 

We need to press for more aid to education; 
the dassroom Is one of the surest ways for 
young people to escape poverty. More family 
planning services are needea for the poor — 
something only 20 per cent of impoverished 
women presently have. 

Medicare helped raise the dignity of the 
poor who were previously spending their life's 
savings for hospitalization. But now it Is 
time for congress to go a step further by In- 
creasing social security benefits. 

ABOTS ALL, discrimination must be struck 
down in dealing with poverty. For instance, 
a deserving dependent child In Mississippi 



gets IS monthly while the same child g^ 
IS2.60 in Minnesota. 

Several years ago. an economist revealed a 
startling statistic on poverty. Every poor un- 
employed male costs U.S. taxpayers $140,000 
during his lifetime. Spending just a small 
portion of that $140,000 during an Individual's 
first 1& years would do more to correct the 
situation. 

While defense spending seems to be going 
rampant. War on Poverty spending is only 
liolding stable, in fiscal 1970, barely seven 
per cent of the total budget will go to fighting 
poverty.

lfeCABTHY*8 DIRECTION accente Moliere's pas- 
sion for exaggeration on the stage with sterotypes, 
parody and lyrical lines. We find ourselves impressed 
and amased by the truth of Mollere's Unea, not easily 
apoken yet well-handled by the Players. 

Karr'i talent is also obvious as he hobbles across 
the stage, ranting about his money or peering over 
hia speeCacles to look suspiciously at the audience. 
Karr hiw maatered the miser's ways; his monologue 
when hti money is stolen to beautiful. The raaplag 
voice, the mad rushing in circles, the pitiful cries for

It made me tired, and 
the movie seems much longer 
than it actnnlly la, only an hour 
and a half. 

As the hero is on his way 
from school In Paris to the sea, 
he stays overnight in the hero- 
ine's bouse, everytbiUK on the 
up-and-up. He meets her the 
next day; there Is electricity, 
but he goea on hit way. Reaeh- 
inf; the sea, he decides to come 
back to rescue this lovely maid- 
en.- He never sees the sea. The 
rest of the movie Is devoted to 
the trek. 

The lines seem awkward, but 
people aren't always smooth and 
poliehed — then or now. The 
heroiae does a faahy menelogae 



about raepecting her — chivalry 

and all— to her rescuer after be 
has saved her from a fate worse 
than death — a convent. She is 
so serious that she's funny. Ten 
minutes ago we heard the hero 
admit that his carnSl knowledge 
of women was not ordinary, it 
was happy; he told this highly 
confidential info to some re- 
ligious nuts, then jumped over- 
board. They are both naive, and 
it has beauty, but it's the qual- 
ity of the acton, not the liaw. 

THK MOVIE tries very hard to 
be relevant. A love and 'death 
oonfliet seems realistic enough: 
a man tries desperately to soften 
Inevitability with sensitive com- 
panionship. But relevance to 
very popular this season and I 
am suspicious of it. Thinking 
about the most recent love flick 
"Romeo and Juliet," and about 
the audience appeal of something 
has commercial value bvt little 



"relevant," I know relevance 

value in itself. Oh what the 
bell, everything Is relevant, or is 
It? I forget. 

The love scenes In the moviee 
aren't bad. They don't fall pas- 
Hionately into each other's arms, 
swooning and cooing until it 
makM UB sick; rather a develop- 
ment takes place. The couple 
change each other and demand 
frum tach other things that are 
bard to give. 

For example, the hero is with 
some knights defending the aris- 
tocracy and venting vengeance 
for her father's death. He holds 
back when the knights get into 
it, but eventually bops a few 
peaetant heads himself. The ag- 
ony he feels after this experi- 
ence to not only real but touch- 
ing — like a person who has 
done something being uncom- 
mitted, and suddenly the act it- 
self has made demands and be 
has decided.

Institutional racism condemns minority groups

People are often sbocked to 'bear tbe United Statei 
•PAken of M a raelit eoantir. Th«r Uke tkla to mmn 
tSUit the official policy ot the United States U openly 
diracted ttgalnst individuals on the basis of race; 
or that official polielei are pvt Into etfeet to satlafr 
the racial prejudice of law-makers or Innuentlal 
people; or that the majoritjr of the people are hypo- 
critically unfair In dealing with members of a racial 
Btlnoritar. 

In response, they think of our official creed of 
equality among all cltlxens, and of the varloas civil 
rti^ts lam and tapreme eonrt deciaiom vhieh have 
made im the past two. deei^ei. 



. OF OOVRSS, there to a great dUtereaee hetweea 

official policy and unofficial practice — a declared 
policy Is by bo means a guarantee that equal treat- 
ment to enforced. The attitwdee of lawmakera may» 
Is fact, be reflected more in the way they will envision 
■oelAl problems, than la any specific legtolatlon. 

And, finally. It eoald be artttad that attttvdea of 
racial prejudice typically operate at such a subtle 
level that neither a person nor kto direct acquaintances 
are likely to become aware ot them. 

THEHK OBJECTIONS may throw some doubt Into 
the righteousness with which white America dantea 
tie raetooi. But so long as the debate is kept on the 
lerd of attitudes, beliefs, and professed ideals^ the 
dteat and significance of racism in the United Statea 
wtU nenr be understood. So long as racism is con- 
eetf«4 tn terms of individual attitudes, behavior, 
Md so forth, the problem of racism win never be 
atived.

THE INSTITUTIONS of our society could sys^ 
tonatleaily dtoertminato agatnet the black population 
even w'lfhout the assistance of any racially prejudiced 
IndlTldaala. Where Individual prejudice exists. Inatl- 
tutlimal raeiim anatalni and re-en«tea it. and mnlt- 
plies Its power to hafm. 

Policies which in operation keep the blaefc popu- 
lation in a position ot Inferiority can atom from 
judgments which have bottaing to do with race. For 
example, jobs may be filled on the baato ot qnalltt- 
catlon; yet qualification is aeqnlred through edu- 
eation, edneatUm neuired good sehooto and the tlnw 
to attend them, and both of these reqnire noaey. 

But money, and schools, and time off tnm the 
straslle to ittiTtve era not STaUable to the poor, ot 
whatever color. It follows that if a groop starts 
off on the bottom rung of society (which the black 
popnlatkm did — as alaTea). aa4 rraulaft eoMslva as 
a group, it will tend to stay at the bottom, even 
though the aundarda of the aoetoty may improve. 

IT ALSO FOLLOWS that even if individual preju- 
dice were so minimal that race became an^peratlve 
factor in dectotona only when all other taeton were 
equal, a cohesive racial group tvHteh Itarted OSt low 
would tend to stay there.

In dark clouds 

Diamonds loom above 



rtKRKKLKV, Call! (UPI) — 
Huge dust clouds throughout 
the universe may b e made of 
tiny diamonds, a University of 
California radioastonomer said. 

David Cudaback told a sci- 
ence writers seminar there was 
evidence the dark clouds could 
be thade of diamonda about a 
quarler-miillionth of an Inch In 
diameter. 

Tbelr su faces, he saidt would 
be big enough to act as *'actor" 
in the iTKtking of moleculeti from 
individual atoms , floating in 
.space. 6 

Cudaback »aid the diamond 
theory would account for the 
reddish hue of starliKht which 
passsea through the, clouds. 

"This laterpretatioD is open 



to question," he. said. "But It Is 

the beat wp can make," 

Another theory suggests the 
reddish hue may be dtte to ice or 
ice-covered graphite In the dust 
clouds. But Cudaback said an- 
tronomers haven't been able to 
find the amount of ice needed 
to produce the color change. 

He said graphite, another 
form of carbon which has been 
suggested tor some time as a 
component of the dust ciuiulij, la 
no more probable than dia- 
monds. 

"In fact, chemists havp told 
me diamonds may be mure like- 
ly than graphite in the condi- 
tions of Interstellar space," be 
said.

His hopM for a political ca- 
reer of his own dashed, he turned 
to bis first son. But with Joe 
Jr.'s death In the war, be looked 
to bis second son. Jack, who had 
bceome a hero as a torpedo boat 
skipper In the Pacific. 

The advancement of bis chil- 
dren continued to be hit eonsum- 
lag ambition. He unashamedly 
put the weight of his wealth 
behind his persuasive sons and 
watched with quiet pride as Jack 
was first elected to Congress and 
then defeated Henry GahOt Lodge 
for a Senate seat, 

Hla joy was uaahoanded when 
Jack went m to the White 
House. 

"To blm, bis children were an 
extension of himself. What he 
did. he did with them always 
in mind," a Washington friend 
said. His fortune rose to an 
estimated fSOO-IBOO million by 
tbe early 1960*b and a share 
was settled on each of the chil- 
dren while th«y went oa to 
otber things. 

"NONR OF \T\' children has 
the slightest Interest in making 
money, not the slightest," Ken- 
nedy ^d in apparent pride at 
their Interest la the profewions, 
polltlea, aad the creative arts.

I am writing this letter to bring to light some 
very important points that Mr. Murphy failed 
to bring out in hts letter In the Nov. 13 issue 
of the Collegian. 

I wUl not attempt to arsve the point of papal 
lafnllibtlfty.

ei(!>hi4* one to maintain his own 
hettefH. It ts Important to pro- 
tect, ix peraon who is different, 
yet the larger community has 
riKhtit as well." Waldren said. 

The committee l« currently 
working for a more effective 
judicial board ay stem. 

"Our major task is to set up 
some specified procedures, and 
define the syatem/* Waldren

The committee will contact

unclear. In some cases, the 
ideologies of the students and 
the University differed." Wal- 
dren commented. 

He said the judicial system 
**became ineffective last year 
because of a lack of procedures 
to Kulue the Judicial bodies in 
examinhis eases of this type." 

A llMH court order on Uni- 
versity discipline said the hoards 

should be consistent with the 
University's educntionHl goalK. 
Waldren explained. 

"Thin means every rule anil 
regulation should exist to fa- 
cilitate education and the tqrstem 
is an educational method.'* 

The cunimittee will examine 
the needs of students to deter- 
mine If this system la feasible at 
K-State, he said. 

The committee hopes to have

Jews unite to repel attacks 



BOifroy (TTPX) — Vlo- 
Iflnce against membera of 
the Jewlflli community la 
paitB of Boston has Increas- 
ed Bubetantially In tlie past 
few months, creating what 
one resident described as an 
"apldamlo ot fear." 

Attacks, robberiea and beat- 
ings have become so frequent 
that many elderly persons have 
stopped venturing away from 
the safety of their homes on 
Friday nights to go to syna- 
gogue, one rabbi said Monday. 

"FFS A terrible iltnation," 
said Rabbi Mordeeal Savitsky. 

"It happens vnry often, al- 
most every couple of days." 

THV. IXCRKASK In violence 
prompted membera of the Jew- 
ish community to invite Rabbi 
Melr Kabane, president ot the 
7,000-raM»ber Jewish Defense 
League (J.D.L.), to Boston this 
past weekend. He explained how 
that organitatton works to pro- 
tact the community, particularly 
la New Tork City. 

Rabbi Kahane, of New York 
City, told about 76 elderly Jews 
at the meeting that "there Is an 
epidemic of fear here. It's got- 
ten very bad In the past six or 
eight months." 

He said people are "dying, 
getting beaten and shot." 

KABBI Savitsky said the vlo- 
lenee has increased substantial- 
ly in the last couple of months. 

"The people are atrald and 
have stopped going to syna- 
gogue. They are beaten and rob- 
bed going to synagogue to pray 
on Friday nights," he said. 

He told of one elderly couple 
that was "attacked practically 
inside the synagogue a couple of 
weeka ago " by several youth*. 
More recently, he said, a sexton 
was followed Into a tompla and 
robbed <^ |M.

The 19S2 contest 
wiis the Toiirih such contest between a Kennedy and a 
Lodge. The Kennedys bad won the tint three and 
made it dear from the ontaet that tiMT Iwd no 
iatentloii of loaing. 

For reasons unknown, Lodge Ignored his race In 
MaK»ti<'huKett» and became national cainpiiiKn man- 
ager tor Ike. Meanwhile Kennedy stamped the state 
attacking Lodge's absence from Maaaachnsetts. The 
result; Kennedy a solid winner but so was lice na- 
tionally and Lodge received the appointment as 
Ambassador to the United Nations. 

THROUGH BIGHT years at the United Nations. 
Lodge became a national figure in his dealings with 
the CommuniBta. The years 19 53-61 saw Lodge at 
trnly the peak of his career. 

He had a key role in aolving the problems of Korea, 
Lebanon, and other cold war problems. 

Lodge aaatsted the President In Inviting fiOTlet 
Premier Kbmahcbev to the United States in ltS9 
and made all the arrangements once the Rnaslan 

accepted. 

When Khrushchev wa» interviewed in Ififi? he 
had a high words to say for Lodge while at tke 
same time blasting Eisenhower and Nixon. 

IN IfMO IX)DGB saw another opportunity to step 
back into the national spotlight as a polittcat leader. 
When Nixon called Lodge during the i960 con- 
vention to offer him the vice presidency Lodge was 
already packed and ready to go. Lodge was not a 
delegate to the I960 affair and spent the eonven-

lames. 

Although Nixon makes very little tnentiun of 
Lodge's campaign efforts In bis tKiok "Six Crises," 
his efforu were more than commendable. His party 
repMtedly played on the fict that a good vice m<eal-' 
dential candidates Is a necessity to a iiaiiotiat ticket. 
Films of Lodge's actions as United Nations ambas- 
sador were flashed across national television. 

He proved his age ord abilities as a ragged cam- 
paigner on many oeeisfons. Once as he stepped from 
a campaign car an aide accfdently shut Lodge's rifiht 
fingers in the door as he closed it breaking two 
fingers. 

Lodge was able to maintain his composure and gave 
the speech as planned before summoning medical at- 
tenttoa. 

mrRIKO AK interview with Walter Cronkite in 

the 1980 campaign. Lodge jokingly recalled his first 
tilt with Kennedy in 1952 and then revealed bow be 
and JFK wwe ttttlattt eotwiu, a tnet never tmiam re- 
vealed. 

At campaign's end Republican leaders pralied 

Lodge's efforts and some went so far as to say a 
Lodge-Nixon ticket would have t>een a sure wiaaer 
and that Lodge could have bandied Kena^y tar 
better In the debates than Nixon. 

Lodge accepted a Job with Time magazine., but 
soon was brought out of retirement by President 
Kennedy and named Ambassador to South Vietnam. 
He had served in that posltloa for nearly ten months 
when be resigned to oppose Barry Qoldwater'a ftontf* 
nation for president in 1964. 

Actually. Lodge had been prominently mentioned 
as a presidential candidate in 1964. While he served 
as an American ambassador 8,000 mfloa from home 
he won the New Hampshire presidential pHsiary by 
a landHlide an a write-in candidate. 

FOLLOWING the election he was re-appointed Am- 
bassador to South Vietnam and served until 19fi7. 
Between 196 7 and 1968 he became President John- 
son's general errand boy and traveled the world as 
a roving ambassador. In 1968 Johnson tapped him 
as Ambassador to West Germany but Nixon recalled 
him early this year and named him head negotiator 
at the Paris Peace talks. 

The Paris Peace talks must have been frustrating 
momenta in the career of Henry Cabot Lodge. For 
the first time In his life he had a Job that was In 
actuality accomplishing nothing that he could grasp 
or see. 

Henry Cabot i«odge is a rare public official. During 
Ills Itfetlme he has done monumental worki without 

ever being president of the United States or am- 
bitiously seeking to be. The nation has benefited 
greatly lilg decisiims.

New lottery details unknown i Overlooked point 

of new toilet tactics

The draft has been in the news recently 
and the changes are undoubtedly causing con- 
fusion. It should be helpful to take note of 
these changes and see what they mean. 

The most recent news is that the January 
draft quota has been reduced by two-thirds. 
This is easy to understand. Fewer men will 
be drafted. 

THE NEW lottery system reportedly will 

go into effect In January. How will It work? 

The following la from the Washington Post: "The 
dates for eaeh day of the year will be drawn from 
a hat. If the flrstdate drawn were Aug. 2. those l!t- 
year-olds bom on that date would be the first called. 
If Dec. 21 were the StSth date drawn, those born 
OB that date would be the last called and eoild 
reasonably expect to be sate from the draft. 

"A new drawing would be made eAch year. If a 
young nan la WMlgned a place In the draft sequence 
and subsequently is granted • deferment ... he 
would re-enter the prime a^ group for one year 
aft^ntls defarment eadod la tho same plnee ho waa 
originally assigned.'* 

This is but one of the several. plans we have heard 
about, but It Moait ta he the aioinil«r-**«l|ite" of 
the tdltwy. 

WHAT DO WR know? We know that anyone 
Ukingany deferment (Il-S, II-A, I^D, 4-D. etc) will 
still be eligible for a period of one year atter his 
deferment ends unless be has reached the age limit 
of S4 (or SS In eases of extended Itabillty). We 
know that during this first year the pool will be 
much larger. It will be constituted of all eligible 
men between ages It aad St. Bogtnning In Jan.. 
1871. only IS-year-olds will constitute the pool. 

We know that states will stUI be given their specifto 
quotas aa will the ladtvldaal loeal boards. They will 
bt renulrod to draft la Ifet iMM tatMaee aeeordlng 



to the lottery, but areas which produco a bi^ nuDber 
of deferments will go through tlie ordar at a mveh 

taster pace. 

For cotample, if June 10 is the sotb day on the 

list we could expect the Manhattan board to arrive 
there much more quickly than a Kansas City Board. 
Manhattan's Registrants will produce a higher per- 
centage of II-S (and probably other) deferments 
than will Kansas City with a larger concentration 
of lower class registrants unable to qualify for de- 
terments. The point Is that there will not be uni- 
form "nation-wide" moTeDi«Bt tliroagli the draft 
calendar year. 

WH.IT WK DON'T know is whether the I-S (C) 
deferment will stilt be available. We think it will 
be, and If It is. a full*ilnie student would have two 
chances at the pool. Without taking a il-S deferment 
be would submit to the pool during his nineteenth 
year. If he were not <»ined by his 20th btrUiday, 
he would be free of the draft. If he were called, he 
would request the I-S <C) which would automatically 
cancel the Induction order, and then request the 
It-8. 

He would then go through the selection promm 
again when hla deferment ended, the same na he 
would have done had he originally taken the Il-B. 

The exact implication for the I-S (C) deferment is 
a crucial quebtiou that has not yet l>een made clear. 

THK HITI .XTTOX is still confusing. The beat advice 
it you are l-A we could offer at this time would be 
to take no deferments If you are In school (reneinber 
that the 1-S (t:i protects you) until you know «t- 
actly wnat your chances of being drafted are. 

We will have better infonnatlon in the near future. 
ITVitil the precise details of the "new system" are 
made known the exact implications for you and your 
question canaot be gnswered. If in reading "between 
the Itnes" of this column you find a question that 
needs an answer. Hee a druft munselor. As of the 
momeoi neither be nor the clerk of the local board 
can "be ttnre" but we'll try at least to state the 
tKMwible opttons for thnt we know nhe«r^

Owens became the leading career rusher and 
scorer in the nation during his Uiree Illustrious 
years at Okliaioma.

# A change in scheduling 
would equalise the lengths of 
Hemesters and align the Univer- 
sity school year with the ele- 
nwntary and secondary schools.

Bavaa tat aroand a long table. The glow 
turn tb« eid-faahloaad ^ lanv waltiad along 
eraeki tn Uie oaUlag. 

The bome-cooked meat and the wine bad 
given everyone a sense of contentment. Now 
tlw tain waa low and gantle and when laugh- 
eaaw it waa apoatUMona mU aaanina. 

A TRANKHOIVING scene in a particularly 
close famUy? Taa, hat thla UmUf edatantai 
life and togetherness every day. Tha aoaoa 
occurs every night in the "commnn«." 

ICanhat^'a eommnne hoases four men 
and three women who have banded together 
to create a comm unity living group. Human 
values like trust, solidarity, love, coopera- 
tion, roBponslbUlty to othafa and fraadom are 
encouraged and reinforced. 

Not all communes work. Members of the 
Manhattan group are unable to exptala ex- 
actly why their group has been a success. 
Cliches about communes don't apply. There 
are no orgies or wild acid trips. A typical 
Saturday night might find thc> group talking 
about political systems or trimming hair. 

IMirriSAD OF dropping out, every mem- 
ber is dpei)ly involved in something. MfMt 
attended the peace march in Washington, 
several work in the tree education program 
and one wan in an environmental emtrol 
experiment for 10 days. 

•'Everyone takes some responsibility," a 
member explained. Cleaning, washing dtshee, 
simple repairing, cooking and otlinr h on He- 
boid duties are shared. When these tasks are 
done together nt>tK>dy feels alienated. 

The house itself is large and old. The sev- 
eral rooms are well-kept and furniture is 
built with simple materials like cinder blocks 
and boards. 

Expenses are shared and food is bought In 
quantity. This proved to be a liability once 
when someone left the (reeser unplugged 
and several pounds of meat spoiled. 

On any given day Ruests will run the gamut 
of humanity; clergy, black militants, conserv- 
atiT«w, soldiers, students, writers, teachers 



and artists. Group discussiona may laat Into 
the early morning hours. 

William Lederer, author of ••The Ugly 
American" and a book on family living, waa 
once a Innch guest. He observed later that 
tension. Inherent in most family groups, was 
absent. 

The word most often used to idMraetorfae 
the group waa "family." "This Is a replace- 
ment for the family I left behind," one mem- 
ber aald. For ioma» new family may be

ITEVBRTHEIifigg, a real family atmos- 
phere exists, The sense of togetherness and 
warmth pervades the entire house. Every- 
thing from honaedeaning to going to the 
movies has the spirit of a family oatlng. 

Disputes are dealt with openly and are not 
allowed to fester and become social sores 
later. If one member offends another be la 
ltttonn«4 of the tranan^on and nrged to 
I r«Biedy It. 

The reasons given tor HvtBg in the COW* 
mune are similar. Rejection of middle elata 
values and goals and a need for love and 
security is almost universal. 

Another common trait Is ovrlosity ahoat 
Ufa. nature and. the woiid. It nuy he that 
the need for community and security U great- 
er In commune members than for outRidera. 
They don't analyze their situation; they ex- 
perience it. 

Members feel that most of the drawbaeks 
to eoaunnnal living are tmpoaed from the ont* 
side. Staring neighbors, unkind jokes and 
similar discomforts which are usually inflict- 
ed by the general public are weathered. 

The desire of Manhattan's commune Is to 
live ttfe to tho fnll«it and to encourage oth- 
ers, by example, to do the same. "We are not 
'dirty hippies,' drug addicts or Communists," 
said one member. "We are Involved in our 
changing world and we are trying to find 
some alternatives to the present system."

WASHINGTON <UPI) — "Television does to your mind 
what cotton candy does to your body," Federal Communi- 
cations Commissioner Nicholas Johnson said Snndny. "It 
attracts yoor attention, makes yoti want It, and then leaves 
you with nothing hut an empty feeling and a toothaehe." 

Johnsea's emnpialnts — the ttrat s«eii erltieism from an 
FCC member since former Chairman Newton MInow called 
television "a vast wasteland" — appeared In New Repnb> 
lie magadne on the eve of Senate hearings on a bill whi<^ 
he said would all but grant radio and television stntlotts 
litetlme Itoenses. Now, ther must be rmswed mrmw ikne 
irean. 

THE BIIjL provides that the FCC may not consider the 
application of any other person for the tacllltlea tor which 
renewal Is sought unless It first finds eanse to moke the 
license. "It Is like saying you can't oppose an elected ofll* 
cial unless he's Impeached," Johnson said. 

"In short, the commission would be precluded by law 
from aeeeptlng t'ne assistance of the peoiAe with the great- 
est incentive to evaluate whether a grant woold Hot be In 
the public interest," Johnson satd. 

He reforred t» competing Interests **who stend to gnln 
economically by obtaining the station if they can convince 
the PCC the broadcaster's license should not be renewed. 

WHILE THE FCC has several license renewal hearings 
in progress this year, Johnson said, "tor aU the talk, the 
FCC has ret tift tnnatw a single Ueenso trem a broadcaster

Dissension: nation s restless chiick

The Brm of UeCftithyltni, fefttaring ftOse 

accusations and political turmoil, is comiiis 
back to haunt tli« ooaatry In tlie farm ot 
Ac^ewism. 

Sen. George MisOoTern recently accused th« 
Vice preddent of "ipeaUng out like Sen. Joe 
MeCmrtky tn the Itsee.** 

AGNEW HAS become the brunt of political 
Jokes. His "impudent snobs" speech is better 
known to some than the Preamble to the Con- 
stlttttton. 

But If Agnew Is the McCarthy of this deoide, 

he's only the focal point of criticism. There 
are others in his corps of defenders for a Com- 
munist-free America. 

HfoCarthy upset the Amertean people and 
played on their tears. His witch hunts sou^t 
out Communism In the American goTemment. 
He played on the ignorance of the people and 
scared them into believing that Communism 
would soon take over the United States unless 
the evil was dismissed. 

TODAY, WHEN the government— not to be 
confused with "the people"— is involved in 
both a war in Vietnam and a war with its 
restleBs dissenters, the Communist scare is 
growing again. 

Advocates of Nixon's war policies claim that 
those who speak out against American in- 
volvement in Vietnam are helping the National 
Liberation Front. 

What Nixon and his elegant Bpeechniidt«r 
Agnew fall to reallee Is that the main cost 
of the war is In America Itself — ^In the aliena- 
tion of the young and a growing p&ttim of 
their elders. 



THE DISILLUSIONMEKT Is not so much 
with America's involvement in the Vietnam 
war, bat with a govMrnment which refuses 
to reeogaise the dissenting portiOH of the 
population for what it is— ^the restless child 
of the silent majority. The poT^ent is home- 
grown, not foreign. 

In the 1950s, that same child was denounced 
Imp his apathy. 

The vice president last week warned that 
"frightening forcps have been set in motion 
as the public has become conditioned to pre- 
cipitate action rather than quiet discussion." 
It seems that apathy is preferred to action 
and Interest. 

AttNEW ACCUSES the news media of pro- 
moting civil dissent and denouncing the gov- 
ernment's policies. It is ironic that he must 
use the news media to bring his criticism to 
the people. 

Agnew said the purposes behind any civil 
dissent are subject to question but in the same 
breath added that the right of lawful dissent 
is sacred. His logic leaves something to be 
desired. 

SOMK WERE impressed with the large 
crowd that turned out for peace in Washing- 
ton, D.C. for the November moratorium. But 
how many more people would have partici- 
pated if they weren't afraid of being labeled 
and catagorlzed as part of a conspiracy? 

Perhaps there is a silent majority — but It 
doesn't necessarily back the present adminis- 
tration. It's in hiding — afraid to speak and 
thus become Ae brunt of admlnlstratlre crit- 
icism. 

Though the administration seems to be 
listening to no one but Itself and the Mc- 



Carthy ites arp screaming "Communist plot," 
the war continues with little change. 

AHD WHILE many speech writers work 
throiqiEh the night «xponndlng on un->Amerioan 
activities among the young and the news 
media, plans are being made for Otessi^et' 

and January moratoriums. 

And the silent portion of America sits back 
for an armchair view of the six o'clock news 
featuring highlights of the wiu- and Agnew*s 
elegant, but illogical words of warning. 

They take another sip of beer and mumble 
"Better dead than red" while otbw Americans 
plead — demand to be beard.

aad tiM feiicmrelijr ot the Church. 

BKC.-%UBE HE hit so hard and so mercilessly 
editorial haa engendered a hitter controveniy. Bat 
crttlelUD traeh as he oxp re aoa d la nothtais new« The 
Church is re-examlog heraelf and it la a commMlplaee 
obaerratlon that tSie moat astringent orlUdsm tOdMiy 
oomes from within Catholic ranks. 

Tho prohlem here is that since the K>State Collegian 
Is not part of the ('atholtc publiabiog family such 
a critical editorial In lU pages seems to the until ink- 
ias to ho a iMotile attaek on tiio ChanA 1^ mi oatstder. 
It is of course nothing; of the sort. It is merely a 
repetition of sentiments expreaaed many times in 
Catliailo paUteattoaa. la faet, wore It aot fw tao 
peenliar loeaa ot tte oftltertal tt woaM %0 a eraab* 
lag Itof*. 

THB MORE Interest las aspect of this dispute 1b 
that unconsciously Ut. Murphy exlithlta tl^e very worst 
traits of the American Catholic, l.o. an nnealled for 
aad esaKseratod dependence upmt ecclesiastical au- 
thority. Reading his remarks you would think that 
Catholics are mindless slmpletens who cannot act 
oa tkotr own. This authoritarian attftuAe net the 
pope alone as if he were the entire Church. It re- 
legates the rest ot us to the position of unthinking 
aad erInginK peons. It l^atM the omce of tiho 
pope to the point where he is made responalblo for 
all the teaching and work of the Church. 

It perpetuates a distorted Idea of Papal Infalitbilfty. 



fnt^lhllity Is a very Ifnttod fnneiten awordtng to 

the Decrees of the First Vjitican Council. Indeed tt 
took the French Bishop Uasaer eight hours to es- 
plaln to the aaaemUoi Msbops of that Uounefl tbo 
severe limitations on Papal lofalUbility. The Pope 
is not a know-it-all directly Inspired by God. Catholic 
teaebtng is that the Ohnnih InfaillblUty is a ae^tlve 
charism that prevents the Pope from lending the 
Church into error when he solemnly defines a moml 
or d<»gmatlc truth. Incidentally, right after he ftnMhed 
the reading of Humanae Viue to the preea eorpo. 
MensiRner LambruBChini said that the enoyoiloal ma 
neither latallible nor unchangable. 

SOME PEOPLE persist In wanting an authority to 
deliver them from the agony of pononal decision 
and otCort. Ww meb people tho Poya must solve 
every problem and suggest every reform. This is 
anreasonahle. Catholics should do their share of 
the work of tho Church with Imaglnatloa, taftlativo, 
creativity, and zeal. Tk» Pope is not responsible 
for all our failures. 

May I now say something in defense of Pope Paul 
VI. In this editorial the Pope is cast in the role of 
tyrannous monarch who is holding hack the progress 
of humanity. Does the author realise that Pope Paul 
liaa written some of the most advanced, briltiant, 
and praiseworthy documents on social justice and 
world peace? Dear Mr. Murphy knew that after 
Progresale Popnlomm the Pope was accused by the 
reactionaries of selling out the Church to Com- 
munists and Socialists? When it comes to the social 
pniMmia ot tbe modora world Ow Pope if iray out 
la tnmt ot tho rMt (tf (Am Ghareft. 

WHAT Knm 1^ a man is this 'nging' Pope, thta 

•unsympathetic despot In Rome.' (These phrases are 
from Mr, Murphy's editorial).

If we read the Pope's encydieai earefnlty we find 
a remarkable treatment on married love and family 
life and an appropriate wamtng apilnst govern- 
ment control over our personal lives. It a dear 
voice warning ns against 1984. Dissent from some 
point of the encyclical is consistent with Catholic 
teaching on the rights of the individual conscience.

The priority sltnatlim under the birthday lot- 
tery may vary from locality to locality.

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Lottery: built-in 'loopholes' for college students

young men facing military service. If by the 
end of 1969, you are at least 19 years old, 
but not 26: You are part of the "first priority 
selection group for 1970" drawn yesterday. 

The new lottery system has special aignlfl- 
canoe for college students. Built into the new 
system are **loopholes" that will maiie a 
ditterence U you so choose. 

AN ASSOCIATEB Press article released in 
Washington gives clear indication of what I 
mean hy loopholes: 

**Presiitont Nixon** draft lottery system may 
gtf« many deferment-holders a perfectly legal 
way to duck the draft entirely, a White House 
aide acltnowledged Wednesday. 

Peter Flanigan, Nixon's staff expert on the 
draft plan, conceded In an Interview that a 
deferred draft registrant could choose the year 
he wants to be most exposed to the draft by 
deliberately timing the loss of his deferment 
—by droppig out of school or quitting a job, 
for example. 

And he could do It, Planglan said, near the 
end of a year in which It is already apparent 
Ui number is not likely to be eallftd. 



THE BESULTt a loo|»hole big ^ough to 
drive a truckload of college students through. 

The student could give himself four years 
to choose from by starting college and his 
deferment at age 19— when his draft liability 
begins. If, during one of those four years* 
It appears from the lottery his number will 
be bypaasedi he could simply drop out of school 
or fall his courses. Join the I- A pool, and wait 
out the year for the draft notice he Is pretty 
certain won't come. 

When the year runs out. so does hhi biggest 
chance of being drafted. For all practtcal 
purposes, he's In the clear unless the draft 
pool is swept hy unexpectedly massive draft 

Asked Wednesday if this loop-hole In tiie 
lottery might be abused by registrants seeking 
to escape the draft. Flanigan replied, "I guess 
it could.'* . . * 

THB HEW lottery system will not cancel 

any of the present classifications or defer- 
ments. You must still follow all the same pro- 
cedures. Your appeal rights under the new 
system are still In effect When the lottery 
system calendar is published hn a few days — 
Find your birthday and count down from the 
ti^ If your bhrthday Is number 200 or above

200 the style of your life could be changed by 
selective service. You'll simply have to wait 
and see and use your own good judgment in 
terms of long-range plm*

CAROL BUOHELB, arts and

Tax strike best proposal for anti-w^r drive

People are already beginning to talk about 
what sort of antiwar activities should follow 
the still-expanding moratorium campaign. 

In a recent edition of the Village Voice, 
Coluauilst Jack Newfleld gtves a two-page 
rap about possibilities for tlie future. 

Newfleld says he feels one of the most vul< 
nerable points of protest would be a massive 
income tax strike for next April 15. 

tqr A miliiDN people refused to pay their 
Income tax, or If a mlUlon people placed their 
tax money Into an escrow bank account, that, 
I think, would be effective. The administra- 
tion could not Jail a million of us, and this 
is one issue that the white lower middle class 
(editor's note: Great SUent Hsjorltyt) oould 
participate In, since tbey are begbwlngto 
realise that It is the war that ruins THBIR 
schools. THEIR air and THEIR sons. 

And a tax strike would be a personal, private 
thing that the violence- junkies in the move- 
ment oouldat disrupt or diaecedit*' Miwneid 



HT9 8EC0HD notion of a vulnerable point 
of protest is the morale of the mlllUry — 
speomcally. the morale of toilted enlisted 
men. 

Newfleld cites the growing phenomenon of 
G.I. coffeeh-Duses and G.I. underground news- 
papers. These, he says, are evidence that the 
American soldier Isn't any happier with the 
war tlian are we elvUians wbo imlyatand and 
wait 

So the columnist suggests that this moAtb's 
moratorium should include massive marches 
to army posts, like Ft. Dix, New Jersey, where 
thousands of draftees receive basic combat 
tr^ning, and several other posts including 
rt Carson, CSoIOh AbM 500 mllsa fiM K- 
SUte. 

The marches would demand not only with- 
drawal from Vietnam, but also free speech 
for G.I.'s and reform of military stockades. 

W THESE TW0 proposals, I fsvor the first. 



A dvll disobedience campaign such as a tax 
strike 1^ one very big advantage, as Newfleld 
pointed out. In that it would be impossible 

for the violence freaks to mess up like they 
did In Washington the other week. People 
always remember disruption, forgetting that 
lots of demonstraters and war haters aren't 
involved in it It happened In Wa^b^^n, 
and ft has happened before. 

If enough persons withheld their tax re- 
turns, the courts would be unable to prosecute 
them, simply because of the sheer number 
of cases, 

I would prefer to send a signed and notarised 
statement promising to pay the back taxes 
when the war is ended, or when Ajnerlean 
men are no longer dying in it. 

That would Insure that my money would 
not be used on the war, and still be available 
for purposes I consider more legitimate. 

THE 8EC0N0B idea, the marches to the 
military bases, does not enthuse me a whole 
lot. While no doubt some G.I/s would feel 
better to see such a number of citizens showing 
their ntpport or their smpftthy as the case 
may be, the marBhes would i^emmpitah Utile 
else. 

The commanders at army posts don't send 
troops to Vietnam. Ck>mmanders in the White 
House and the Pentagon do that Remember 
that 

I would prefer to do something towards 
ending the sending of our soldiers to Vietnam, 
rather than picket some base as if to wistfully 
say, "yeah, wouldn't it be nice if . . 

The peace movement is now at the stage 
of the game in which it needs to greatly 
broaden Its base of support If the silence of 
the msjorl^ makes them Nixon supporters as 
the President and his Uadison Avenue wizards 
would have us believe, then we need to show 
these people that they must end their silence. 

TO EVLKT THESE masses of ettlsens, the 
movemehl must avoid two extremes: 

One Is ^e prsooenpatlon with useless tactics 
su^ ai the marches on military posts. 



The other is the attitude so well expressed 
, f»y one of the violence freaks during the Wash- 
ington march: "What's our program? Kill 
yow parents^ man. thara our program. Bring 
the war home." 

I wotad settle for bringing the trooj^ home. 
The war would stay In Vietnam, where it 
would either be fought by Vietnamese (if 
they really are pushing for victory) or where 
it would dissolve by itself, if it is indeed an 
American war like some of its critics claim.

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Senate votes to increase 
income tax exemptions 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ig- 
noring tbe threat of a presiden- 
tial veto, the Senate voted Wed- 
nesday to increase the personal 
Income tax exemption to 1 800 
by 1971, a Ux cut Its sponsor 
said waa Intended to help "tbe 
man with a big mortgage on a 
little hovfe filled with chll- 
dren." 

Approved by a vote of Fi8 to 
37, the plan was a substitute 
for reductions in tax rates sup- 
ported by President Nixon and 
endorsed by the House and the 
Senate Finance Committee that 
would trim everyone's taxes by 
an average of 10.1 per cent. 

After settling the exemption 
controversy, the Senate voted 
48 to 41 to continue the seven 
per cent investment tax credit — 
which the admtnlstratton Is eager 
to repeal — on the first $20,000 
of any firm's Investment in ex- 
pansion or modernisation In any 
one year. 

THIS WOULD knock o u t 
(720 million of the $3.3 billion 
the administration hoped to 
gain through repeal of the tax 
credit and eliminate from the 
bill more than one tenth of its 
$6.9 billion worth of tax re- 
forms. 

Sen. John Williams. Delaware 
Republican, tongue - lathed his 

coUfagues for the vote. He said 
they were about to "water this 
bill down and sink It so the 
President couldn't possibly sign 
it when tbe chips are down." 
On tax reform proposals, he 
said, "they don't have tbe guts 
to vote for- them." 

The exemption proposal 
would coat the govennneiit 
billion in revenues, sllgtuly less 
than the administration- backed 
cuts, bat the President vigor- 
ously opposed it on the ground 
It would undercut his attack on 
Inftatfon. 



SENATE Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott bitterly assailed tbe 
administration for failing to 
press for a far more moderate 
Republican plan to boost the 
present $ 8 exemption in 
eUges to I7S0 In 1972. 

The snhstttnte approved Wed- 
UMday. sponaored by Sen. Al- 
bert Qore, Tennessee Democrat,

battle. 

8CX>TT SAID the administra- 
tion should have recognized 
overwhelming Senate sentiment 
in favor of a boost in the ex- 
emption and swung actively be- 
hind Percy's plan for a smaller 
Increase spread over a lOBgar 
period of time. 



A coalition of 4 8 Democrats. 
Including many Southern con- 
servatives, and 10 Republlcuis 
gave Gore his victory. Five Dem- 
ocrats and 82 Republicans voted 
againBt. 

In the earlier vote, only two 
Democrats, Thomas Mclntyre. 
N.H., and Vance Hartke. Ind., 
supported the Percy alternative, 
which would have raised the ex- 
emption to 1660 next year, to 
$700 In ini and to ITSd In 
1972. 

IMJTH PLANS would grant 
special relief to five millloB 
poor taxpayers, who would not 
have to pay any federal income 
taxes, and to another seven mil- 
lion "near poor" who would ben- 
efit from sfwcial cats. 

Ctofe's plan would benefit pri- 
marily taxpayers with large 
families, while single taxpayers 
and those with tew dependents 
would benefit more from rate 
cuts In the House-approved bill.

ITASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The Senate was offered a 
ehaaoe Tbnraday to rtiah a 
15 per cent Increase in So- 
cial Security benefits into 

law before the end of the 
year. It seemed likely to seise 

it. 

lu an unexpected move. Sen. 
Raasell Loag, chairman of tbe 
Senate Finance Committee, pro- 
posed that the Senate tack tbe 
Social Security benefit rise onto 
its tax reform bill, which is ex- 
pected to be approved by tbe 
Senate before the year ends. 

The amendment otf(;red by 
Long was comparable to a bill 
approved Wedaesday on tbe 
otber Bide of tbe Coital by the 
House Ways aad Itoua Coa»- 
mtttee. 

THB HOVBS U expected to 
vote on that bill soon, possibly 
next week.

Left and right. In politics, are traditional 
opponents. Both hold, of course, that left is 
l«ft and rlf^t tt right, and never the tw&la 
iludl meet Tberefore It Is likely to offend 
both groups, to suggest that there Is ft possi- 
bility for unity between them. 

This is not to imply, however, that the op- 
position is only imaginary, or that the two 
perspectiTes liave t>eeii eidling tor tbe same 
tiling all along. Tbe suggestion is, rather, 
that the followers of both schools, especially 
the young people, could now combine their 
eriticlBms and develop a new position, imMft 
fowerful and more timelf than either the tra- 
ditional right or tiwdttional left has to offer. 

ONE BASIS for unity between the two 
groups iB to be found in the serious concern 
for freedom and democracy which character- 
ises both the ycm&g left and the young right. 
If these are taken m the central focus of both 
sroaps. and other doetrfnal matters are stibordlDated 
to tliese goals, a eommon program ot theciry and 
setlon mar be worked out. 

A second basis for unity Hes In the fact that both 
groups object, strenuously and fiercely, to present 
tendencies of C.8. socl^y. In theorr »nd In practice, 
youth of both perspectives are up aRafiist th*^ strength 
ol the federal government, up against conformity 
wnd eonseflptloB. manlvnlntlon and resimentatlra. 

A THIBD GBOUND tor unity consists ot tlie fact 
that. In spite of their dtfterenoes ot pertiieetlTe, a 
large percentage of l>otb young leftists and young 
rightists share a oommon aoetal sltnatlon. Increas- 
ingly, the dltterenees of aoelal haekgronnd and etr- 
euniitances are being eliminated or cancelled out. 

Youth ot both ontlooks nhare similar prospects for 
tbe future; and, as they do so, are bufteted by the 
nne ulada of eootal deTOlosoiiiit. On tikt bssia of

a eommon lot la life, a common undersUnding of 
what It Is and bow to deal with tt m»f artae. 

TUK BAKIS OF oppMttton, on the other hand, lies 
in the perpetuation of Old and bieomplete Ideas aboat 
the nature of the state under oapltaltsm and social ism . 

On the right, the major task 1« to nnderstand and 
work out the conseqnences of tbe fact that capitalism 
la still very nneh In power in the United States. 
By attrlbntblg centralization, bureaucratlsaUon. end 
growth of the federal government to left-wing forces, 
and aeeordlBi^y eonstmlng these as socialist develop- 
mentH. the ri^ht is cut off from a practical Conoeptlon 
of tbe present politicval situation. 

In fact, while the Ideology of the New Deal and 
later programa was drawn from the texts of liberalism, 
the motive force behind those developmenu came 
not from liberals nor from leftists, bnt from the 
power of corporate eapilalism Itself. 

Stirred, surely, by the threat of labor unrest and 
radical organizing, and Ulked up by a thonsaitd 
Uoerai spokesmen, the changes of the New Deal WW 
nevertheless driven through on the self-interest of 
corporate capitalism. And the real losers in this 
transition were tbe small businessmra, the small 
maaataeturers. saA the seU-euployed. 

VAR FROM BRINO a takeover by socialist bn- 

rraucrala, the New Deal marked the victory of cor- 
porate capitalism, tbe ultimate consolidation of a 
ctws whose Interests and InsttttttUtts sprang from 
the fertile ground of coniorate wealth. Ah capitalism 
titelf grew into an interlocking and trana-nationai 
q^iteai, tbe capttalista of glaiit ai.pltallMii likewise' 



co-ordinated their powers and Intereats through UM 
assMtos of tb« state, tbe fonadiatiOBs, and tiie forelga 

policy associations. And tnis co-ordination remains 
tbe control feature of power In the United States today. 

On tbe left, the malor task to mderstaad and 
work out the consequenccH of the fact, indicated by 
decades ot history, that collective ownership of a na- 
tion's productive power will Bc»t by Itself create the 
reality of econointc and political democracy. 

The old assumption that nationalisation Is tbe 
sole determinant of a elasdess society has been dl»> 
credited, and must be abandoned. Nationalization 
alone will not abollsb wide income differentials, 
classes or class privileges, or rale 1^ a donlnaat 
tnterost antmrt Uio tnteroitt ttC ^ rWed. 

IF THE KlGHT must abandon tbe Idea that bu- 
reaucracies have taken state power out of the hands 

of capitalists, the left must similarly abandon the 
notion that concentration ot functions la the hands 
of the state Is aa aatomaUe stop toward dmoera^ 
and freedom. 

Both left and right suffer from an over-emphasis 
on stnielnre. To remedy this, what ta needed Is a 
balanced stress on process. Democracy and freedom 
can not be expected to be the automatic result of an 
hisUttttional stmetnre. 

They depend on a continual process, operating con- 
sciously In the lives of the people, ot asserting, living, 
demandlRg, and exercising their right to control the 
purposes to which their lives are put. 

In ueveloping and carrying through such a revolu- 
tionary proceas, youth may escape from tbe old right 
Mid the old md reach a vaUhd position. 
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Personality conflicts polarize peace movement

Mr, Penner has done ns a disappointing In- 
justice. I fear he, as others, has miscontrued 
our intentions (we of the "violent*' faction of 
the peace movement) atui have accused us be- 
fore the fact, I will not pretend to speak lor 
ftnyone but mywlti There are a handful that 
■will, perhaps, agree with mo. If no one agreed 
with me, I would still speak out. 

What I find diRmayinK about tlio polariza- 
tion within the peace movement here is that 
it is a result of a conflict of personalities (my 
opinion) coupled with ideologies which can never 
be resolved that Is an essential underlying the pro- 
teslinR of the war: the perpctralorH nr idPologleB 
have given preferance to their dogmas over the im- 
portance of human lite and toe undlsrupted determi- 
nation of their freedom as a oonntry. 

FIRHTLY, I would like this explained to m*;: "One 
feeling is to force people into making a decision one 
way or another now. This will be accompliahpti by 
agitating the downtown business people and anyono 
else who does not immediately agree." Agree with 
Vbat? You Hurfly don't think, Mr, Penner, thai 
We will bp standing there in the stores dictating 
something everyone is to "wag" their head at? People 
have gone along too long not committing theinseives. 
This is whcrp people Tall ho miserably m good "citl- 
sons." Those of the alUnt majority fall short, far 
short, of my definition of true patriots. 

We do not want to force anyono to uRrco with us. 
Just to think. It is time — and we cannot lose time 
{or everyone — to decide if they vriU keep on toler- 
ating, condoning, a system that perpetrates atroeltteR 
no loss ovil than any Other system. Is It too much 
to ask p«ople to put down their precisions books, and 
tarn off their hypnotising television h< ts ;ind stop 
talking whilp saying nothing and think for a change.' 
It is your duty. It is your obiigatiou to your fellow 
men, unless, of course, you feel obligated to no one 
but yourself. 

Secondly, I was personally offended by the assump- 
tion that we would be "policing Into compliance" 
those people in the community that would not "a^rt f ' 
with us. Yon make us look particularly wicked, and 
1 teel certain, in this sense alone, you have done us a 



dbwervlce. I will admit, I Mft tlrod of talking. Bat, 
I wUl continue to talk. 

Atlti WB ARB saying is that when one is willing 

to "aot." we believe people will find what one says 
more believable. Ihis involved risks, of course, and 
challenging the malign system, aware all the time 
that its administrators are most anxious to silence you. 
involves, I believe, a tactic unmistakably "personal" 
in nature." 

Thirdly, surely you don't think that such "agita- 
tion" would ba carried out for Its sake a I one 'f Aside 
from the original idea of trying to show the tesepar- 
ablll^ of the war from the economy, we want to 
shock, yes shock, the people into thinking. Which 
Is different than policing. We will try our tincerMt 
to keep this within the legal framework. o«t of eon^ 
alderation for all. 

But we also believe that until that time, all tbe 
words will go In tbelr earo and out as quickly. Thusly, 
until a ('{)ti frontal ion is brought to the doorstep of 
Manhattan ("where seldom Is heard a discouraging 
word, and the skies are not cloudy all day . . .") the 
peopU- of this town, imd a good segment of the stu- 
dents in this university Just will not get involved . . . 
spiritually or physically, 

I'KitHArs, IF our "plan" seems useless for you, 
see it as in(;urable cynicism. And It la Uierefors dif- 
ficult to accept tbe constant criticism of those who 
have not ytt personally talked with ua, or of those 
students out there we have never seen evoking any 
Interest at all. To not act Is to be nomplat^t. nnd 
to be comptarTnt ia indicative either of not tielng 
aware (for which there is no excuse t:oday. ua a 
university student, at least) or knowing these things, 
and not caring. Complacency frightens me. 

Mr. Penner, we are not martyrs. At least, I fof 
one. do not believe that ntartyra work any grMt godd 
for a cause at the time. And this maUer la so urgent 
that we do not care about leaving an Indelible dent 
on the world; the world so packed today with 
people trying different methods, different answers 
that I don't believe any one person, or group, can do 
that. 

But when a person screams for peace today, they 
have to be screaming for lustice to our black brothers, 
for food tor all our black brothers, for food for all 
oar lovely, survlng, crying children, for mercy for 
th» eeantless political prisoners sitting in prison to- 
day for not agreeing with Uncle Sam and the Ameri- 
can Ideals. 1 do not believe that laws are sacred; nor 



do I believe that the majority will ever try to map out 
my life for me or my friends; nor do I believe even 
in tbe sacrednesa of patienoa ... so there I depart 
troai you. 

IF THKKE IB ever any ultimate Justification tor 
civil disobedience (it there has to be one in a society 

that is repressive, anyway) It at least clears your 
conscience. Perh'aps it Is the last feeble attempt to 
say that change seems so necssary, yet so unlikely 
before countless more children starve and mothers 
and 'athers die needlessly that you will stand out 
so that all will know yon at least wanted change ot 
some kind and would not sit by and talk about how 
terrible tt all is. (For those who would love only to 
point a finger at me and demand that I work with 
the poor before I talk ahout it. let me assure you that 
I have, and plan to not re-enroll In school next se- 
mester for that explicit purpose.) The matter Is so 
urgent, 1 feel 1 cannot wait for that "degree.* ) 

Fourthly. I remember in October there was a whole 
pile of people at the park; two months have gone 
by — hundreds on hundreds on hundreds ot human 
beings have died since then. I've lost friends. If 
you've lost no one you've loved, remember precious 
children have been burned, mothers have been shot 
without mercy, husbands, fathers have been slain. 
How long must we "educate" ourselves before we Can 
"decide," after careful patience and scrutiny, that 
killing is sickening* and not to be tolerated.

iited you to speak up for them, ('ome to Vaii Zilf 
at 8 p.m. Wednesday tiiec, 10) and we will make 
plans. Don't worry, we wHl not be standing guard at 
tbe door, with our hair trlssed and our tongues hang- 
ing out ready to pounce on yon tmd make demands 
of you. 

This iB a free country, despite what you see. It is 
unfortiinate that our concern lor others has been 
portrayed rather as a battle for one taoiion, for our 
egos and dogmas, tor that is not what It is. 

Can we afford to wait? Can we afford to wait 
when our government could obliterate within moments 
a country it has now almost irreparably destroyed ¥

I went to review "De 
Bade" with strong misgiv- 
ings. Playboy magazine 
promoted it in a feature ar- 
ticle as a heavy skin flick; 
I expected another "Heir- 

enymus Merkin" or "Succubua." 
Outside the Campus Theatre, an 
almost exelnslTely mate crowd 
elustpred around the box-office 
— a bad umeu. 1 went in braced 
tor an evening of tepid drama 
punctuated by episodes of taste- 
less and brutal sex. 

This imprf^ssion does the fUm 
a real disservice. It in. in fact, a 
very well-made movie with a 
complex dramatic s t r u c tare, 
very strongly In the style of 
contemporary off - Broadway 
stage productions. The heavy 
sex Is still there — is It ever! — 
but those who attend, even for 
just that, will get a far better 
ftlnt tkan tkey bargained tor. 

THK FUjM Is a long and tor- 
tuous journey through de Sade's 
memories, and lu'pins with the 
mystery of hia d^Htiny. wryi'pcd 
np in the number eight. It then 
becomes a play put on for hint 
by hiH \inrle, the Abbe de Bade, 
gometinies wiih actors, some- 
times cutting sharply to hia 
memories of events as they real- 
ly happened, segueing from one 
episode to another with disturb- 
ing continuity. 

Through this winding narra- 
tive we glimpse the forces that 
liberated tke evtl In d« Sade's 
naturw, Chief among tkem was 
his uncle, tke Abbe, who cor- 
rapted ktm Intelteetoally. And, 
te rtiattonai eflMd*. 



uncle had him whipped as a 
child after he had observed htm 

consummiitinR the seduction of 
a young girl. This single trau- 
matic episode fixed in hi» mind 
tbe connection between sex and 
flagellation, or more generally, 
tht; Infliction of pain. Similar 
cases of fixation are reported in 
oar psychlatrle literature today. 

THE FlIiM is. In fact, an ex- 
ample of a trend in theater — 
to Illustrate a facet of human 
nature by a biographical study. 
The recent play. "Indians," Is a 
good example. De Sade's mis- 
taken )ii;irriaf?c. hiH passionate 
pursuit of his sister-in-law, his 
continual persecution and Incar- 
ceration by his powerful in-laws, 
and his libertine and lustful af- 
fairs and. orgies, are all shown 
They are basically accurate. De 
Sade was In fact arrested after 
an orgy with fnnr wornen in 
Marseilles; he did run off to 
Italy with hlB sister-in-law to 
escape imprisonment; he did 
have an affair With Paris* lead- 
ing actress. 

Tbe central tasne, tkongk. Is 
not his style of life, public and 
private, but i.s that of human 
nature. Ue Bade felt that man 
was inherently evil, and that 
this aspect of his nature could 
not be denied. He simply had 
the wealth and opportnnlty Of 
pursuing his nature. 

THIS IS the terrible tautol- 
ogy of the film: Whatever liu- 
man nature may be, i v. rything 
that man does must be permit- 
ted by bis nature. Bven de Sade, 
speeding tke last years of his 
life in the lunatic asylum at 
Ckarendott, lias not answered 



all of the questions that hU lite 
has rateed. 

KEIR UULliEA is surprising- 
ly good as de Sade. The worst 
performance in the film is given 
by John llouslun, whose acting 
abilities, if any, are well con- 
cealed, thoagk ke does at least 
look tike a dissippated old tetch- 
er. Billy Strange's score sounds 
like a rehash of "Ooldflnger," 
bat that swiagy music fits right 
In, oddly enough, into those 
vivid red-and-purple orgy scenes.

Investment at this time by 
the Kansas legislature in a long 
range plan would provide for a 
well-planned campuB and might 
even save money in the future. 
Budgets could be established 
and costly mistakes avoided. 

But planning Is not a tangible 
asset. It is different to measure 
exactly what money Is saved 
ovpr the years. One can only 
contrast the beauty and effici- 
ency of function of a well -plan- 
ned eampui with the make-do 
arrangements of oampuses 
which lack long-range planning. 

At present, the policy of short

ANOTHER reason tor poor 
planning Is that state Instltations

The burden ot 
caring for the many state insti- 
tutions in KauMa precludes the 
possibility ot tke state ar^lteet 
doing all the planning for any 
single institution. It is the duty 
of the state architect to see to 
the maintenance of existing In- 
stitutional structures as wrtl as 
to the quality of new construc- 
tion. Time does not allow him 
to create a comprehensive plan. 

rt Is the fault of the archaic 
state architect systam, not of 
the man, that he cannot till tkia 
function adequataly. 

As it Is now. Ray Welsenberger 
of the faculty of the College of 
Ardiitecture and Design flUa the 
position of planner — ^part time. 

In addition, there Is a long 
range planning committee which 
recognizes the need for rompre- 
heusive planning and has been 
trying tor two years to saeara 
the professional sarrleaa ot a 
campus planner.

Song My battle reports 
withheld from newsmen 



HAIGOH (ITPI) — The U.S.

Officials of the Amerteal 
DtviBtoa said to release the com- 
posite "situation r e p o rt" of 
Charlie Company's nativities on 
March 1«, ISflS. tile date of the 
a tiered killing of 109 to 6«7 civ- 
il ians. might nre)adle« the pend- 
ing court martial. 

The Army is holding a font- ' 
er Amertcal Division platoon 
leader, Lt. William Calley, 26. 
in connection with the deaths. 
Other soldiers in the unit are 
nnder tnveatlgatlon. 

ALL CONTACTS a unit makes 
with Its enemy are recorded on 
dally situation reports. Signifl- 
oant actions are forwarded to 
the U.S. Command which usu- 
ally releases them to the pr«M, 

Some battle reports ar« kopt 
on file tor three monlJuif oflMm 
for one calendar year. HMt are 
claaaifled and are not normally 
made available to newsmen. 

A division spokesmen, asked 
if members of the press could 
examine the battle documents, 
mM ke would try to answer spe- 
eltlo questions of a general na- 
ture but would not offer carte 
blin^e to tke unit's flleg. 

AT THE same time a Bottth 

Vietnamese congressman Inves- 
tigating the alleged massacre 
said the Americans were convinc- 
ed the Americans were rwponsi- 
ble for it. 

"There are not enough facts 
for tts to say who was the 
author dt the allegM maseacre/*' 
said N'Ruyen Van An, a deputy 
In the lower house of represen- 
tatives. "I heard many conflict- 
ing stories. It is difficult to say 
who was rMponsIble." 

He headed a five- man investi- 
gating committee from the low- 
er hoQse whlek spent three days 
last week at the Song My village 
complex where in the hamlet of 
My Lai, four U.S. infantrymen 
are aoenaed of murdering 109 to 
fi87 elTlllans on March 18, 1968. 

AM OFFICIAL government 
report released last month 

branded as "wholly untrue" 
charges that American troops 
hud lined up hundreds of civil- 
ians In the Viet Cong-controlled 
village and executed them. 

Some South Vietnamese offi- 
cials, including Vice President 
Ngnyen Cao Ky, said the Inves- 
liKation findings were prema- 
ture. They called for a new in- 
vestigation, but President Ngu- 
yen Van Thleu refused to re- 
open the case. 

A Vietnamese smator, Tmn 
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Van Don, undertook his own In- 
vestigation but said after vtsit- 
Ing Song My last week that he 
thought the number of ctviUans 
killed had been exagerated.

But tha caae of two «vlet«d K-^ate ooeda 
and eaeamptea in 29 other cities point to a de- 
mand by tenants that they be allowed more 
TOlce in operation ot rented hoiuin«. 

MAKHATl^Air, IiIKB mott cities, has no 
nEdinaaoa to bstp persons faosd wtiii Sfflelion 
or onooopermtlTe landlords. 

Vnuuits eSA eaU the dty housing inspector. 
The housing Inspector can require mainten- 
ance ImprovementB. And, the landlord may 
either act on the improvements or evtol tbe 
protestinc tenants. 

Briction of tlie tensnte would not be l^al 
according to Kanus statutes. State laws pro- 
vide that 30 days notice by either party, ex- 
cept in cases where rent payments are at 



intervals of less than 30 days, is necessary be- 
fore termination of a lease. But most land- 
lords can feel safe that K-State students wtU 
not take their case to court. 

THE CRUX of the problem Is the housing 
shortage In Manhattan, Earl Stoffer, city hous- 
ing inspector, said. Most landlords know they 
will have little trouhle finding another tenant 

According to Stoffer. the sttnaUon could 
change overnight If Ft Biley provides more 
koiuing or If many troops are withdrawn. 

But waiting for a change in hmiilng at Ft 
miey is not the answer. 

Because of the limited housing in Manhat- 
tan, the city needs an ordinance protecting 
tenants. 

STOFFEK AWtrtB that he does not "have 
any plan" for recommending such an ordi- 
nance. "It would be quite a problem to get 
it started," he said. 

If the city Is unwilling to take the initiative, 
an organization of tenants is the'other answer.

In other cities. In Washington, D.C. when 
tenants in an apartment were notified of SO 
per cent rent Increaaea, they organised and 

wotim^ a compromise with the management 
Tn St. Louis, about 1.000 public housing ten- 
ants organized to win a rent celling and suc- 
ceeded in placing two tenants on the St IiOuls 
Housing Authority. 

THE K-STATE off-campus housing servkse 
is a University step in the right direction. 

The office provides information for student- 
tenants, inspects off-<suttpus housing and oer- 
tlfles approved restdenees. 

Because it is an attempt to deal with stu- | 
dent-tenant probloss, the off-campua housing 
service deserves student support. Student- 
tenants should read the check-list provided by - 
the housing service and direct oomplalnts to v 
Charles Lordt off-campus housing o^eer. 

But even the honslng Mrvtoe cannot ttfUy 
protect tenants. 

Unless someone seeks laws to protect ten- 
ants In Manhattan, rents will soar and abuses 
may multiply based on the Men ot supply and 
deimuid* 




Lottery offers no 'safety'

Since the lottery drawing Dec. 1, I have 
had many questions asked of me concerning 
Its Implloatlona. Thwe is one questton tbnt 
has been lepeated 100 times and I want to 
answer It in this column. It goes like this: 
"Mr. Woods, My number is 17fi. WiU I be 
drafted?" 

Usually that question has come from young 
men whose numbers range froan ISO to 806. 
Obviously^ they have listened, as I have, to 

Selective Service voices from Washington say- 
ing that "the first one-third will probably go 
—the middle one-third has a fifty-fifty chance, 
and the last one-third will probably not have 
to go. As a result of that Und of speculation 
the first onfr'thlrd has been planning, the 
middle one-third has been praying and the 
last one-third has been partying. All activity 
of this sort has been premature. 

LAST WEEK your board received the new 
regi^tions concerning the lottery. This week 
the state directors of Selective Service will be 
holding "work shops" for clerks and local 
members. They could not answer your ques- 
tions last week and it Is doubtful If the next 
few weeks will change that picture at all. it 
is stlU too early for draft counselors or clerks 
of local boards to be of much help on specifics 
related to the lottery. 

But to return to the original question is the 
whole purpose of my article and to that ques- 
tion I waht to address myself. So lets ask It 
again. "Mr. Woods— my number is 175. Will 
I be drafted?" On the basis of what we know 
now, before I could answer your question you 
would have to answer several of mine. For 
sample: 

• Do you know how many men will he 
drafted in 1970? I know the projected number 
If Vietnam disappears and no new Tonkin 
Qulf or Pueblo incident reappears. I cannot 



tell you for surehow many men Selective Serv- 
ice will need. 

• Since the lottery gives every m«i a 
chance for a high number, the number of 
volunteers is going to drop dramatically. No 
Ig or 19 year old will likely volunteer until he 
hears his number. We can assume that your 
draft board will have to work harder to meet 
its quota because few« wm win say "yes** 
to TOlunteerlng. 

• Can you tell me of the deferment policy 
of your local board? Many of the 4.100 boards 
have strict deferment policies that allow very 
few men to gain deferments except those 
granted by law (II-S, I-S-C). But as far as 
oocnpattonia (II-A)» Agricultural (II-C), hard- 
ship (III-A), conscientious objection (I-O, 
I-A-0), some draft boards make it a practice 
to seldom give a deferment. If your board Is 
like the above you can count on a larger pool 
of available men from your area. But if your 
board's policy Is liberal in Its giving of defer- 
ments, that practice could effect the pace of the 
lottery calendar. 

THEIf OF course you have the I-Y-4f defers 
ment that will effect the manpower "pool" 
of every board. If one out of two flunks his 
physical as a national average that means 
that local Itoards will vary above and below the 
50 per cent figure to make that average. Your 
board could have a higher number of pbysl- 
cally. psychologically deferable men and the 
pace of your lottery calendar would be affected. 
At least at this moment as a draft counselor 
I can say that 1 know of no safe number. I 
can look at the 244 to SSe group and offer a 
high degree of probabiUty that you wiU not be 
drafted but I- cannot you that you are 
"safe." 

If you are planning on "risking" your num- 
ber this year and it Is in the last one-third or 
middle group, may I suggest the followli^. 
In the first four or five months of 1070» try 
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to answer the above questions. Most of you 
wm be protected by a U-S deferment in the 
early months of 1970 and can afford the luxury 
of speculation. If you are not a senior and will 
not loose your deferment unless you drop out 
of school, 1 advise you to see a draft counselor 
before doing so. If yon are a senior and have 
other deferment options available* explore 
those possibilities before you leap Into the 
lottery. Ag^ a draft counselor can be of 
help here. 

AS THE KEW regulations and pattern of 

induction are revealed we will try to Inform 
you of their implication. As it stands now— I 
simply wanted to bring before you some con- 
cerns that still have to be answered, before 
you can start the party. 

The o&er fact that colors the picture Is the 
date Jime 1971. This new lottery will be only 
a year and a half old when it will be given to 
Congress for major revision, "no one knows 
what will come after June of 71, but a volun- 
teer Army is a real possibility.** For men with 
low numbers in their ftreshmen and sophomore 
years who are holding II-S deferments, the 
June date is a crucial one. 
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Ain't that the berries ^

America preventing 
Viet self-government 

EDTTOR: 

It has been stated br a number of peraons, among 
them Sen. Dole of Kansas, thajt the United States is 
In Vietnam in order to give the peOple of that coun- 
trjr a chance to develop their own government. If 
this reason Is valid, then the adverse effects of the 
war on the IT.S. economy, the shock created by the 
inevitable deaths of many thousands of innocent 
civilians, and the steady rise In anti-American feel- 
in thronghont the world would make it no loss vidtd. 

United States Involvement In Vietnam, however, 
has accompliahed exactly the opposite — from the time 
it helped to entrench Diem as ' a "popnlar leader" 
in the South, the U.S. has actively Interfered with 
the right of the Vietnamese people to determine their 
own form of goTemment. 

It la an accepted fact that Ho Chi Minh was a 
national hero after the French were defeated hy 
Viotiiameso nationalists under his leadership, and 
Uiat be would have won an oteetlon both In the North, 
and In the South in 1966. The fact that he was an 
avowed Communist ran counter to American ideals, 
but this did not give ns the right to repudiate the 
Geneva Convention by supportinK Uiom in his refusal 
to allow the nationwide elections to be held. 

South Vietnam was never intended to be set up as 
an independent country — indeed, the Vietminh, led 
by Ho Chi Minh, had effective control of the entire 
country at the time of tbe decisive defeat of the 
French at Dien Bien Pbu. They gave up control of 
the South, as stipulated in the Geneva Agreement of 
19&4, in order to allow the French to regroup and 
leave the country, and In the belief tbat the signatories 
of tbe convention wottld back np the promlsod na- 
tional elections. 

These countries, however, did nothing to prevent 
Diem, backed by the Americans, from blocking Um 
elections and attempting to secure control of tbe coun- 
try throngh military and political means. These 
ures included tbe imprisonment and, in some cs 
the murder of those opposed to his regime, whom bo 
lumped into the category of communists. This was 
supported by American aid of $325 million in 196S 
and $216 million in 19&6. In addiUon, the U.S. 
helped to transport to the South a wtf large number 
of Korthem CathoUes. who bowmo mtrn'm auMt r«- 
tlaUe political power base. 

In view of these (acta, it appears tbat we Americans 
are not straggltng to allow tbe pooplc of Vietnam 
a chance to develop tbolr oim coforaaMnt, bat to 
provost It.

Positive ideas essentia 
for modernizing schools

Education today Is stereotyped, repetitive, 
narrow and divorced team reality. 

From aitt eArUest d»ys of Idndergarlen^ stu- 
ieilts assume the stibordtnate role of the ig- 
norant beginner whose academic life depends 
on the godlike grownup. Students learn that 
the best way to get along is to keep the teacher 
happy. 

THIS PSElJDO-academic mtUettt continues 

through collegp where separate, competing 
courses fragment the student. Professors vie 
to make up formidable asBlgnments, scheming 
for their fftlr ihare of his effort 

In college you attend regularly echeduled 
lectures, professors make assignmets against 
the threat of exams. Students ask themselves 
not "What can I learn?" but "What do they 
want?" What he actually learns U cunning: 
the ability to get hy, doing iuet enough of what 
the Instructor dictates. 

Today's curriculum cheats the student by 
splitting thought from action and intellect 
from feeling. Educators who insist that higher 
education must be limited to the cultivation of 
the mind are responsible for making college 
irrelevant to the real world. "We do violence 
to our thoughts by separating them from their 
consequences." George Leonard, senior editor 
of Look magazine, wrote (June 6, 1969). 

LOOK At thfe tratftttonal liberal-^ cur- 
riculum, for example^ It proaases, through 

reading, discussing .listening to lectures about 
and taking exams on certain great classics, to 
create a cultivated honorable man. 

While it is true that In classleal literature 
we ean explore many of the root questions of 
human existence — freedom and authority, 
peace and war, human waste and human po- 
tential, the liberal arts curiculum has failed 
to use this material effectively. 

"YOl'Nti MEN have read the words, joined 
the discussious, heard the lectures and given 
the right answers on tests. Then they, like 
others less "educated," have gone out into the 
world and furthered unjust wars, exploited 
natural and human resources, defrauded their 
competitors and their govern nient, engaged in 
ruinous love affairs and marriages and reared 
neglected, mistreated, miserable children. As 
now presented, the liberal arts curriculum is 
an exercise in compartmentalizatlon teaching 
the ultimate irresponsibility: that words and 
acts live In separate worlds." says Leonard. 

If we are going to study Plato, then we 
should put Into practice some of his teachings. 
In "Tha Eepublte" Plato warns against the 
study of philosophy by the Inexperienced and 
uncommtited. Yet in Introduction to Philoso- 
phy courses, students find themselves skim- 
ming over his works with about as much dedi- 
cation as they would hum If they were learn- 
ing to milk a cow. 

Classroom learning focuses on behavior 
rather than thought. A student learns exactly 
how to behave while keepi ng h is thoughts to 
himself. In essence, untvi«tftr ttwaiata are 



"earning a degree." not getting educated. 
They may learn enough to excel at a particu- 
lar trade but their creative instinct is choked 
from the beginning. 

Stdncatlon at all levels Ideally would prepare 
a student for a lifetime of learning. Improve- 
ments in campus planning, physical location 
of universities and junior col leges, streamlin- 
ing administrations, getting a strong studeinA 
and faculty participation In university gov- 
ernment (as the proposed all-University coun- 
cil here) are vital, but they must be solved in 
terms of this ideal goal. 

Air I0EAL university would be a kind of 
oducatioa^ retreat where th«« would be no 

credits, no degrees and no required courses. 
Students would study what they wanted to 
learn. A school in New York City called Cen- 
ters for Change fits this description. Is in op- 
eration and ironically, is aoo^lted by the 
New York School Board. 

Students of all ages, from kindergarten to 
college, attend Centers for Change. The 
method is self -directed learning. The idea Is 
that natural curiosity will substitute for the 
order and dlflcipltne found in conventi<mal 
schools. 

Centers of Change represents a positive 
plan of educational innovation. It is an exper- 
iment. So is K-State's University for Man, the 
siMMsess of which has been applauded by edn- 
eatora all over the nation. 

WHAT is needed are many positive plans to 
Improve the educational system, Ideas like 
the one offered recently by Steve Fretwell, as- 
sistant professor of biologyt,and Joe Engle- 
ken, senior in education, which students would 
teach students. 

Both Student Senate and Faculty Senate at 
K-State are working on ideas to improve the 
education. 

Students, educators and citizens should 
open their minds to the modernization of edu- 
cation to help correct the mismatch that ex- 
ists between our education and our needs.

'I am Curious Yellow' we couldn't do anything 
about it right now, " he said recently in his 
first press conference after taking over as 
F.C.C. head Oct. 31. 

According to Chairman Burch, the Supreme 
Conrt definition of obscenity for books, movies 
and art is an "entirely different standard to 
something that comes into the hi»ajS.*' «^> 

BUT *I AH CuHoitt' is not likely to appear 
on your teepee sets, viewers. 

Became television programmers are literal- 
ly at the mercy of the F.C.C. To make the com- 
mission unhappy is to have your broadcasting 
license revoked. 

The federal government has total control 
of the electronic media because the airwaves 
are considered to be the property of the people. 
What is the people's is the stated. 

F.C.C. PARANOIA Is the malady responsible 
for the death of the Smothers Brothers shew 
last spring. 

Now there weren't any sex scenes on that 
program — just political satire. The President 
and the Vietnam War were two things often 
spoofed. Strong stuff for television i^ewers 
who are used to blithering ^tnatlon coime^es 
and such mickey mouse. 

The network bosses, fearful of reprisals 
from the government, censored the Smothers ^ 
Brothers until their show was bllpped right 
out of existence. 

IF THE networks are that uptight about 
a little political opinion, they are hardly likely 
to broadcast nude sex scenes. Chairman Burch 
really doesn't have much to worry about. 

He is probably correct in his opinion that 
graphic sex doM not need to be on television. 
Our civilization, in Its present state of de- 
velopment, would probably drool all through 
the program and then erupt in writhing fits 
of pious indignation, if such scenes ever got 
on the tube. 

Unfortunately, though, the F.C.C's effort 
to keep blatant obscenity off the air has also 
resulted in much more being kept off the air. 
Anything that smacks of the least bit of con- 
troversy gives network producers a bad case 
of the uptlghte. Thus more silly sit^tion 
comedies are shown. 

T(» MAKE these insipid plots interesting, a 
premium is placed on superficial originality. *. 

The results of this type of producing are at *^ 
best ludicrous (Land of the Otants) and at 
worst grossly offensive to many Americans 
(Hogan's Heroes, or. How We Liearned to 
Like the Nazis). 

Much effort and money could be saved if 
the F.C.C. were abolished. With about one 
year's salaries (which would normally to to ^ 
commission officials), the government could 
print up millions of little signs, with adhesive 
on the back.

"I reported that on Saturday nights many 
soldiers went out drinking and followed it up 
by going to church Sunday morning/' said 
YoshUcawa. 

YOSHIKAWA 8 A ID that the only reward 
he got from his life of spying activities was 
a letter of appreciation from Adolf Hitler, for 
Ms part in detecting Australian troop more- 
ments to Great Britain. 

His arrival in Hawaii came tour months 
prior to the attack. Newspaper accounts said 
he was becoming Secretary to the Japanese 
consulate. 

His pkotographic memory helped him plan 
the attack. For days he took sightseeing trips 
around the harbor obSMTlng tihe location of 
American ships* 

IN A BECEH V intenriew with Parade maga- 
slne, Yoshikawa said he wrote down the list 

of Battleships, cruisers, their positions* their 
manuevers, and the depth of channels.

imderwater/' he continued. 

YOSHIKAWA T01J> Lloyd Shearer, the Pa- 
rade reporter, that he found Hawaii to be a 
very beautiful place and would like to visit 
the rest of America sometime. 

Oki the morning of the seventh, Yoshikawa 
was positioned in the Japanese consulate on 
the islands when the code words "East Wind 
Rain" came over the shortwave radio. Tlie 
code meant "Japan is at war with the United 
States." 

Yosh! va Is in Hawaii helping 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox with a production about Pearl Har- 
bor. 



On the 20th anniversary in 1961, he was 
interviewed by Walter Cronkite in a special 
C.B.S. News Special. 

THE TOLL OP Pearl Harbor is sobering. 
Over 4,600 men paid the supreme sacrifice of 
their lives. The Battleship Arlaona with 1.102 

men aboard was sunk and four other Battle- 
ships seriously damaged. Nearly 200 Ameri- 
can planes were completely destroyed and 48 
intruding Japanese aircraft were shot down. 

President Roosevelt began immediately on 
a Declaration of War Speech. 

As in the present Song My Incident, some 
sought to make political hay out of Pearl Har- 
bor and accused Roosevelt of "conniving" the 
attack in order to bring the United States 
into World War H. 

TE\ 1»AYS before the attack the Hawaiian 
commanding officers were alertotl to the dan- 
ger of war. but never took the warning ser- 
iously. The day before, General George Mar- 
shall was busy sending out messages that a 
Japanese attock was expected at any time. 

But when the message arrived, the bombs 
were already falling on the harbor. 

When a radio operator reported planes were 
approaching the island ,it was not considered 
sufficiently reliable enough to report it to 
high-ranking military officials. 

The Japanese were able to keep their plans 
a secret, despite the fact that the Americans 
could decipher their coded dispatches. 

December 6, Roosevelt had appealed to the 
Japanese Emperor to use his good offices to 
preserve peace In Asia. Hours before the 
bombs started falling. Secretary of StafS Gor- 

deii Hull was meeuu^ T: J:;::!!! 

hassadors, both of which were taken Into lux- 
urious custody during the war. 

THKKK HAS been talk in recent years of 
rebuilding the Arizona for sailing again. A 
year ago. American divers swam around the 
Arizona to Investigate the possibility, but were 
thwarted in their efforts by explosives that 
started j^oin^ off.

•d hamm Monomics advising system. 

Tlw ^borate advising program coordinated by Jean Bego, 
aaaiataat to the dean of home eeonomias is coordinated 

through the dean's office and is structured so that each of the 
approximately 820 freshmen rolled in home economics re- 
eMtei oouMtnitod tndtfldul attontioB 

BIWLINO THROUGH a stack of forms on her desk, Mrs. 
Sago explained the Impact of the advising program on rresh> 
men. "These forma represent eleven freshmen who trans- 
ferred to the College of Home Economies last week alonh. 
Host of these girls transferred because they had roommates 
or friends In the College of Home Sconomles whS recom- 
mended our college and its advising set up." 

"One gtri trauferred ont of home eoonomlea 
after one semester. When I asked her why, she told mp thai 
she felt like a thief because she had originally enrolled tn 
hone eeonomies Jnst to haaeftt from our advising qrstem."

advising process. Sometimes the one-hour colloquium meets 
as a large lecture class and sometimes It divides and meeu 
as small groups of no more than 16 students. 

Among other things, the large claKs sessions serve to fa- 
millarUe freshmen with the college, the historical and cur- 
rent developments in home economics and the nnmeroua 
professional positions available to iiome economics graduates. 

For example, during one of the class periods, a panel of 
alumni who are working In the Khnsas City area as home 
eooaomists in busiacwa dtseusaed' their earenv and eollega 
badicgronnds. 

THE SMALL flproups, each lead by a graduate student train- 
ing to become a junior college home economics instructor, 
serve to identify the problems and meet the needs ot incoming 
home economics students.

Finch ousts F.D.A. head 



WASHINOTON (U.P.I.) — Dr. 
Hwberf Ley Jr., was rMnoved 
aa head of tbe Pood and Drug 
Administration Wednesday in an 
agency ahakenp prompted in part 
bjr criticism of its performance 
in protecting the public from un- 
safe foods and dm»l. 

Secretary Robert Finch an- 
nounced that Ley was named to 
anew position in the Health. Ed- 
neation and Welfare Department 
carrying responsibility for eo> 
ordinatinK H.E.W.'s health re- 
search, devtiiopment and deliv- 
ery services. 

Ley will be succeeded by Dr. 
Charles Edwards, now a special 
assistant to Dr. Roger Egeberg, 
assistant H.E.W. secretary lor 
health and scientific affairs. 
Finch said the shift, not exactly 
an exchange of Jobs, waa ordered 
in the interest of strengthening 
consumer protection and envi- 
ronmental health, 

BOl'H CHANGEH wUl take 
effect Feb. 1. Tbe F.D.A. at the 

snnip time will be elevated to 
bureau Hiatus within ILI-jAV. and 
made resitonslble directly to Kk>'~ 
berg, the government's top health 
officer. 

There was some uncertainty 
whether Ley, a Johnson Admin- 
istration appointee, would accept 

his new job. 

Egeberg told newsmen: "I 
very much want Herb Ley for 
that job and I will try to get 
him." He said he had discussed 



the matter with Ley but that no 
decision bad been reached. 

The bureaueratlc shuffle stems 
from Pinch's known dissatisfac- 
tion with recent F.D.A. actions, 
Including its handling under 
Ley of the cydamate case. 

Finch has been quoted as ac- 
cusing the agency of "waffling" 
in !jtatenientH about the possible 
barmful effects of the artificial 
sweetener, which nnaUy was par- 
tlalfy banned. 

FINCH DOl-BTLESS was 
mindful, too, of an Internal staff 
study ordered hy Ley last spring 

which concluded that the F.D.A. 
was simi)ly not equipped to do 
its Joh. ;\ piiart-iit ly dertdlSff that 
more efficient management was 
at least part of tbe answer. Finch 
tapped Kiiwards. a |>rt)fes9ional 
management consultant with a 
medical background, to assume 
control of the F.D.A. 

Edwards, iG, joined H.E.W. 
as assistant to Egeberg only last 
week. A former practicing Bur> 
geon and consultant to the U.S. 
Surgeon General. Edwards came 
to Washington from the Chicago 
management consulting firm of 
Boos, Allen and Hamilton. He 
previously held administrative 
postB with the Anierieao Medi- 
cal Association. 

As part of Wednesday's re- 
alipnment of the F.D.A,, Deputy 
Commissioner Winton Rankin 
and Aasoeiate Commissioner 
Kenneth Kirk, veterans of more 
than 30 years with the agency.

It 
summarily indicts Adolph F^it^hman for the atrocit- 
ies at Auchwitz, which is not supported by any 
facts in the movie or many facta from his trial. 

THE GREATEST siNGUi: falling for this movie 
is that it forgot that not ail of us can speak Qer- 
man well eaoagh to interpret Adolph 's speechs, 
read signs, etc. If the director had decided to run 
subtitles along with the documentary German 
dlalogae the whole experience woald have heea 
more valuable. We would have known more about 
what was said than the commentator offered. 

At the end of thto movie, the commentator re- 
minds us that this cannot happen again. Last 
year I spent a semester in a seminar being con- 
viaced that Indeed tt eaa happen agalo. Now if 
the thought to that we most not let it happea 
agala. then we are apeaking in different terms. 
Those of us who are alarmed by our Vice PrMtd- 
ent, the United States Attorney General and the 
head of the F.C.G., are coming to the conclusloa 
that we may need to remain folly informed, be- 
eaase there to, at preseat, a threat to our rights.

Senate passes tax reform bill 



WASH IN tJ TON t U.P.I. ) — 
The Senate brushed aside a 
veto threat and a last-ditch 

Republican plea for economy 
Thursday and passed a mas- 
sive tax bill which will touch the 
life of every American taxpayer. 

The l)iKKCMt tax m«'asnre since 
adoption of the income tax in 1913 
was approved, 69 to 22, with most 
Rt pu hi leans voting agnlnat it and 
most Ueraoerats for it. Only two 
Democrats voted no. 

BOTH KL'IH'ORTKKH and op- 
ponents expressed certainty that 
a Houae-Senate conference com- 
mittee, which now receives the 
bill, would tone down tax eftts and 
make tax reforms more severe. 

After the vote, oconomy-mlnd^ 
Sen. John Williams, Deleware Re- 
pftMteaa, rose from his seat and 
Kkat aaoeked hts 



colleagues — refused to serve on 

Iht' n<iiis«>-Scii;ile comniittcf which 
must reconcile the Senate's bill 
with one pased by the House. 

"1 could not in good rouse m e 
serve as a conferee on a bill which 
1 feel is so radically wrong." said 
the Senate's dally advocate of a 
balanced budget In hia charaeter- 
isiically soft and high-pilched 
voice. 

Just before the final vote, Wil- 
liams was beaten, 60 to 31, on hts 
plea to his collmgaes to stop and 
return the bill for a complete 
overhaul to the Senate Finance 
Committee, on which he is the 
ranking Republican. He said the 
Senate's action in adding amend- 
ments In a three -week debate 
would bring the b ill's total cost 
to the government to about |11 
blUlim a year. He termed this 
"the moat irresponsible action 
taken im my 22 years la Congress. '

outHpoken. Assistant Rpiiate Re- 
puhlicun leader Robert Griffin ol 
Michigan, called the measure "a 
hodge podge of political goodies." 

Sen. Gordon Aliott, Colorado

Farmer of 1980 
predicted to be 
business expert

Farmers will have to stay abreast of the knowl- 
edge explosion and managerial revolution to sur- 
vive in 1980, William Van Dusen, agri-business 
management consultant, said Thursday at the Ag 
Convoratinn in Williams Auditorium, 

"Farmers of 1980 will be tough-miuded man- 
agers and businessmen." Van Dusen said. "They will 
build a professional attitude and aet Uke leaden wd 
busin^men." 

THE P.AHMKR is a businessman just as much as a car 
dealer is. Van ntiscii said They need to stress profes- 
sional management and uui like businessmen and lead- 
ers. 

Van Dusen said farmers should emphasize marketing 
rather thau production. 

"For too long we have been trying to Increase profits 
by producing more food and fiber rather than demanding 
a higher price on the market," he said. 

The farmers' attitude toward debt will also change, and 
financial planning will be mandatory. Van Dusen said. 

"BY l»»0, the farmer will be Investing three times as 
much money in capital as he is today. Computers will be- 
come well-establisherl tools for keeping good farm records. 
Management counseling services and farm consultants will 
greatly Increase," he said. 

The average debt per farmer has more than doubled 
tbe past 10 years. Van Dusen said. Yet, fanners still in 
business have shown some of the hlgheat groiB teeottea. 

THK FAltMUR will also have to upgrade his educa- 
tional standards. 

"A student's university education will be obsolete five 
years after he is out of college," Van Dusen said. "He

The man tried to rip off her blouse, and In- 
stead of screaming, the girl took the blouse off 
herself. The man was so shocked, he took off 
ninning. 

.ANOTHER type of assault, Storaska said, oc- 
curs on dates. If a girl does not believe in pre- 
marital sex, there are ways of discouraging thd 
boy. 

Storaska told of such a girl who was oat with 

bar fiance. He started doing thin!;s ghe didn't 
like, BO she stuck her finger down her throat and 
vomited on the boy.

WA8HIN0T0N (U.P.I.) 
— The House Thursday nar- 
rowly approved a proposal 
by Presfdent Ntxon to tmde 

the 1965 voting rights act's 
emphasis on the South for 
broader - and less strict voting 
aafegaards tltfoaiabirat ikt na- 
tion. 

"It Mttoants to Tottng to 
lynch the Negro at the polls." 
declared Clarence Mitchell, chief 
Washington lobbyist for the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
▼aneement of Colored People 
(N.A.A.C.P.). "The administra- 
tion is selling us out to get the 
stsrtsatlmtlit vota la'Ifea akbOk." 

DBtHOCRATlC backers of a 
simple five-year extension of 
the expiring law failed to at- 
tract enough Republican votes 
to cover Southern defectors from 
their own ranks, and tben the 
Nizoa substitato carried on a 
208 to SOS roll call vote. 

The House then approved the 
bill on another roll call 234-179, 
and sent it to the Senate, where 
voting rights legislation Is stlU 
In committee. Many liberals In 
the end voted against it. 

The 19S6 act, key features of 
which are to expire Aug. 8, 1970, 
was credited with having added 
between 800,000 and a million 
Negroes to voter registration 
rolls in six Southern sutes and 
part of a aoveatk to wkfeli It ap- 
plied. 

THE MXON substitute would 
broaden the federal govern- 
ment's authority to oversee vot- 
ing practices in all states, but 
limit the powers of federal In- 
tervention the expiring act con- 
tained to rectify discrimiDatlon. 

It ntoo would place a nation- 
wide ban on literacy tests until 
Jan. 1, 1974, and provide tbat 
otherwise qualified residents of 
any voting district could vote 
for president and vice pnwldeot

Al- 
though there were some excep- 
tions, Sou the Ml Democrats team- 
ed up witb ranli-aQd-file Repub- 
licans in behalf of the measure 
while noa-Southem Democrats 
and liberal Republicans voted 
against It. 

Rep. Shirley Chisbolm, New 
York Democrat, the first Negro 
woman to serve in Congress,

SUPPOSEDLY, THE two-day conference 
was designed to challenge the approximately 
800 dolegatM trom 88 lehoolfl to reaeli o^ and 
diaintBa pertinent issues and releralit jfitotsnm- 

ming. The K-State delegation was concerned 
that this important function of evaluation was 
not being accomplished. 



Instead, delegates were discussing how to 
publicize a concert and not Union program- 
ming for minorltlefl. Delegates were dlscuu- 
ing where to g^ "Fbudi Gordon" films and 
not the polfoy of Unions Ui refsx^ to mflttaiy 
rMrulbn and tlie A.C.U.-I. Task Force Report 
on Human EMources. 

The K-State del^pttlon actively asserted 
their dissatisfaction with this trend. By 
publicly expressing their concern and by tak- 
ing an active role in attempting to change the 
trivial charactor of the discussion groups, the 
K-State delegation helped ^pe the regional 
oonferraoe. 

BUT THE K-STATE Union doesn't intend 
to reserve concern for relevant programming 
to annual dlscimlons at r^onal conferences.

On Thursday, December 4, at 4:45 a.m., 
agents of the Illinois state attorney's police 
staged a raid on a Chicago apartment occupied 
by memberB ot the JlUnota Black PaiiUi«r 
Pmf. Aeeordlng to poUoe officials. deteetlT«s 
knocked on the door, received a reply, and an- 
nounced that they had a search warrant. They 
waited, and when they were not admitted, 
broke through the door. 

Tbey were met. agito aoeording to ottletals, 
bf a sbotgnn blast from an adjacent bedroom. 
This touched off a twenty-minute gun battle, 
In which two Panthers were killed and five 
wounded. Fred Hampton, deputy chairman of 
the Chicago Panther chapter, died ol a buUet 
wound In the head; Hark Clark, eihainnan of 
the Peorta bnm^ of thfi Panther party, mm 
also killed. 

One detective sustained a bullet wound of 
the right hand; another received a hand injury 
from flying glass. Serea Faatbers were ar- 
rested and ehariM with attempted murder. 

THE OFFICIAIi deseripUon of the erenta has 
been disputed. Attomies for the Panthers 
claim that powder bums Indicate Hiunpton 
was shot at point-blank range — i.e. not In a 
fire-fight. A patrolman of the Chicago police 
force said upon examining the apartment, that 
no i^ots had been fired by the occupants. 

In addition to these counter-asBertions, some 
aspects of the official story itself raise ques- 
tions. It is peculiar that detectives could be 
fired on with a shotgun, in the space of an 
apartment dwelling, and yet escape serlotw 
injury of any sort It Is imtisual that police 
should be engaged in a twenty-minute fire- 
fight inside an apartment, In which hundreds 
of rounds are said to have been fired, and yet 
BUBtain only one bullet wound, a slight one. 
And It is peculiar that the two dead men should 
have been officers of the Panther Party, while 
the five who were only wounded were not. 

But despite its peculiarities, let the official 
story be accepted as an accurate description 
of the events. Sren then, the circumstances 
of Oie raid indicate that its object was not 
primarily to seize Illegal weapons, but to kill 
or injure people — specifically, the leadership 
of the Black Panther party. And the motiva- 
tion for the raid was not primarily legal (hav- 
ing to do with law enforcement) but political 
—aimed at dimidiating threats to a syi^m of 
power Mtd domination. 

THE WARRANT InTolved was Issued for 

search for Illegal weapons. Police say that 
they were told by an informer that a cache of 
weapons was to be found at the Panthers* 



apartment. Assuming that was true, it was 
reasonable for them to suspect that some of 
the weapons were illegal, since any unregis- 
twred firearms are illegal In Chicago. Thus 
the warrant itseH was probably Justifted. 

Of course, there are thousands of unregis- 
tered firearms in Chicago, and probably hun- 
dreds of caches that could equally well have 
been raided by the police. 

But the picture is eompUcaied by two ad- 
ditional factors. The first is that the raiding 
party was abundantly prepared for violence. 
Their use of fire-power was not a matter of 
defending themselves in an unexpected am- 
bush; rather. It was a matter of pushing 
throiia^ tbelr mission by any means neeessary. 

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to suppose that they did 
not expect an encounter with the Panthers to 
involve violence: cops tend to feel as unsafe 
around Panthers as Panthers do around cops. 

Further reason to believe that the police 
anticipated violence is the fact that they came 
so well prepared to inflict it and to avoid re- 
ceiving any of it themselves : this preparation 
•Is erldeneed by the outcome of the battle It- 

But add to this the fact that the raid took 
place at 4:45 a.m. If the police had wished 
only to seize weapons, they could have staked 
the place out to prevent weapons being re- 
moved, and then raided when nobody was 
home, instead, they ^mse an hour when the 
apartment was most likely to be occupied. 

TBI'S THE police, as well as expecting 
violence and being prepared for violence, chose 
to raid at a time when violence was most prot)- 
able. Inirittng a violent confrontation. This 
aoUon doesn't make sense if confiscation of 
weapons was the purpose of the raid. 3ut It 



does make sense if the purpose was to do 
violence to the Panthers themselves. 

When the police forced their way Into the 
apartment, this— warrant or no warnmt— was 
a provocation Intemded to get the Panthers 
to trigger the deadly retaliation that awaited 
them. And the premeditated decision by the 
state attorney was not simply to raid a Pan- 
ther's apartment for arms;' It wtm a deetsloa 
to talw oar enwte an opporfciul^ to ^pe oat 
the Panther leadership. 

Hampton, Clark, and the rest of the Pan- 
there were not part of an underground oper- 
ation; if they had been wanted for any indi- 
vldoal orlmM they could have been arrested 
easily on the streets. Hie Panther Wtaty Is 
not illegal, and does not, as a party, engage 
in or abet criminal actions. Several conspiracy 
charges have indeed been placed against var- 
ious Panther groups; but If that is evidence at 
lUl for the view Uiat they are involved In 
criminal conspiracy, it Is even stronger evi- 
dence for the counter-claim that If the police 
just want to break up conspiratorial activity, 
they can easily do it without resorting to man- 
slaughter. 

THE BASIC threat posed by the Panther 
Party is not lawlessness, cop-killing, or urban 
warfare. Rather, by standing up against op- 
pression, they reject the system tiiat has kept 
them in misery, and tbey deny Its right to 
cimtrol them. By standing against established 
power, they threaten to move masses of people 
out from under its control. 

This is political action at its most basic; 
and the repression the BEmthers are meeting 
fs Just as fundamentally political. Hampton 
and Clark are dead because of their political 
activities. America, and you have witnessed it.

On 
Tuesday he told a proup of con- 
gressmen he would announce 
the reduction in a report simil- 
ar to tke oue be gave tho na- 
tlan on Not. t. 

•>TH£ PRESIUKXT will make 
a brief report to the American 
people on reeent devetopmeBts 
regarding the Vietnam sltoa- 
tlon," Zlegler toid reporters at 
the White House. "The report 
will be an update of the PrM- 
dent's Nov, 8 address." 

Nixon appealed then to the 
"itlOttt majority" of Americans 
tor support of bis policy of grad- 
ual withdrawal from the war.

eoiUM^Mitiou oh^etlOB. 

liBVT WAS sentenced Oct. 26 

to five years in prison by U.S. 
dreuit Judge James Meredith in 
St. l<ouis.

K-State't Oollege of AsdUtecture and De- 
sign. 

Dated Oct. 17, the letter was signed by 
by Hoang-nbu-Tlep, president of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Union of Arehlteeta, 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam. The same let- 
ter was received by architects at the Univeraity 
of Kansas. 

EMUj FISCHBR, DKAN of the College ot Arch- 
i lecture and Design, said ha did not support the 
letter but had it photocopied and dtatributed to 
faculty members because, "it ivaa addressed to 
them." 

"Dear Colleagues," it began, "Tlie progressive 
people and other progressive circles of the United 
States have so far struggled against the aggres- 
sive war of the U.S, government in Vietnam . . . 
your drive aloaaently refleets the legitimate and 



pressing demand of the people of yoar conntry 

. , , to BRve the honor of the United States and to 
avoid for their boys a useless death ia Vietnam." 

Fischer said it was possible that all American 
universities received aimilar letters. He said that 
the letter Itself waa a photocopy and that he had 
no reason to belteva lAiat Its signature was an- 
theatle. 

"It would bfi Interesting to know what other 
organieatlona received similar letters, " he said. 

THB LETTER continued that on the behalf of 

all Vietnamese architects, engineers and design- 
ers, it was sending to all American people, pro- 
fMsora and students in archltectura, '^warm eon- 

gratulatlons and our sincere thanks." 

The letter said the moratorium was a fitting 
and timely answer to the United States authori- 
ties who persist In intensifying and prolooglng 
the war in defiance of protaats Of world and Alh- 
erlcan public opinion. 



Senate curbs combat activity 
as Nixon calls 50,000 home

will withdraw at least 50,-

troops from Vietnam by

Earlier In the day, the Senate, 
fearing the United Statea could 
bo drawn into "another Tlet- 
nam," voted 73-17 after a secret 
three-hour debate to bar Ameri- 
can combat troops from h»m 
and Thailand. 

*'ONE KORBA is more than 
enough; one VMuam Is more 
than enough," Senate Democra- 
tic laador Milia Hansfiald aatd 
before the Senate voted to at- 
tach the restriction to a bill ap* 
proprlating $69.3 billion for the 
Defense Department.

Students compute lottery; 
claim date capsules stacked 



University of Pittsburgh students who 
analyzed by computer the results of the 
nation's draft lottery say they have found 
a pattern to the choaen mimberB that indi- 
cates the may inadvertent^ have 
been stacked. 

"I hate to say it," Tom Anestis, 22, an 
eagtaeerlng student, said Friday, "but it looks 
111m ■omeoae forgot to stir np the numbere," 

He naid an analysis showed that, a diBpropor- 
tlonate number ot December birtbdates — 17 — 
were drawn in tlte first tklrd of the lottarr. wlitle 
many birthdatcs in January, February ftBd Mtreh 
were not picked until tbe second half. 

ANESTIS, DON RMITH, 21, and Alan Lazar. 
21, say tbe7 used their training in statistical 
analiTBls to analyze the lottery resattt Iff com- 
puter and mathematical means, 

"It's crystal clear when you look at tbe re- 
tultfl on a graph," Anestis said. "We aaaljned 
these nnmlMri Iqr weeks, quarter years, half 
years, and even In gronpt of 10. The rasnlte are 
strikingly apparent." 

He said they believe the reason Is that officials 
stacked tbe capsules, each containing a btrth- 
date, in month-by-month order and then put 
them In the big bowl aeed tm the dmwlng with- 
oat aUrrl&c them. 



IX WASHINGTON, a Selective Service spokes- 
man, Navy Capt. William Pascoex, ideated there 
was any staeklnK. 

"Of course we didn't stack anything, " said 
Pascoex, one of three persons who placed the 
datM In the eapMOM aad the eapeoles in die 
bowl.

His full report, which makes 
several very constructive recom- 
mendations, moat remain confi- 
dential slnca it bears on the secur- 
ity of oor asen.

I" was very impressed by the 
Improvement in the military and 
political situation In Vietnam as 
compared with all previous vlalta 
and aapacially in the security slt- 
oation both in Saigon and the 
nurml arana, A wlnnlnc poaltloa In 
tba sense of nUatoltw a last paaea 
whether nesottatad or not and ot 
maintaining an Indapandant, non- 
Communist South Vietnam baa 
bean achieved but we are not yet 
tbroncb. 

Wa are la a payobolovlcal per- 
iod wltara tha vraataat need Is 
confidence. A steady application 
of the do-it-yourself concept, with 
continuing U.& support In tba 
background, will Increase the oon- 
fidence already shown by many 
South Vietnamese leaders. 

Mr. Thompson's report, which I 
would describe aa oautloualy op- 
tlmlatle, la in Una wlib mr own 
attitude ai^ wltb tba reporta rva 
received from other obasrvara and 
from our civilian and Milllpry 
leaders In Vietnam. 

Now there's one disturbing new 
dsvelopment however with ra- 
■ards to anamy activity — auMny 
iBflltoatlon turn Increaeed substan- 
tially. It haa not yat reached the 
point where our military leadera 
believe the enemy has developed 
the (.apabillty to mount a major 
offensive but we are watching tha 
situation closely to »ee whether 
It could develop to that extent. 

And now for tba daelalon. Vafc- 
ins all theas davalopmanta Into 
consideration, I am announclnK 
tonight a reduction in our troop 
celling of 60,000 more U.a troopa 
by April 15 next year. This meana 
that the ceUtnc which existed 



when I took office on Jan. 20 has 
now been reduced by 1 IS, 500 men. 
This reduction has been made 
with the approval of tbe govern - 
ment of South Viatnaro and in 
conaultation with tba nations — 
other nations — which have com- 
bat forcaa la Vlatnnm.

that to continue our withiiruwal 

at a time when enemy inf i 1 1 rsi Hkh 
la Increasing la a risk we should 
not take. Howavar, I have consist- 
ently said wa mnat. take risks for 
peace. And In that eonnactlon, lat 
me remind the laadors tn Hanoi 
that Infiltration and the lavel of 
enemy activity increases while we 
are reducing our forces, they also 
win be running a risk. 

I repeat tha atatament I made 
in my apoaeb on Nov. t. Hanoi 
oould maka no sraatar mistake 
than to aaanme that an Ineraaaa 
In violence will ba to Its advan- 
tage. If I conclude that Inereaaad 
enemy aciion jeopardises our ra- 
mainlng forces in "Metnam, I shall 
not hesitate to take strong and 
affocUvo m«Mures to deal with 
tbnt altantttm. 

This raduMlOn ta our foroaa la 
another ordarly step In our plan 
for peace In Vie (nam. It nwrka 
further progress toward turning 
over the defense of South Viet- 
nam to the South VieinanKsi' and 
It Is another clear niKti of our 
raadlnesa to brins an end to the 
war and to aebiava a ]«at paaoa. 

Before eonolndlnr this report. I 
wish to express my appreciation 
to the great number of people 
from all over this nation who 
have Indloatad tbalr aopport for 
our program for a just peace 
since my speech on Nov. 3. This 
support was partieplarly nndar- 
llned by the action of the House 
of Representatives In the Con- 
gress In wbtcb a majority of both 
Democrats and Republicans voted 
overwhelmingly — »>* to 6i — for 
n resolution aopportlnv tha plan 
for peaea whlek X Mraoonoad on 
Nov. s.

"One Korea Is more than enough; one Viet- 
. is more than enough," Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield said Monday. 

And the Senate voted 73 to 17 after a secret 
three-hour debate to limit American military 
adventmres In Laos and Thailand. 

The oivem^etniing Senate rote and Presi- 
dent Nixon's withdrawal of 60.000 more troops 
from South Vietnam are encouraging signs 
that leaders of this country finally are think- 
ing of peace. 

rnrr THX senate bUl, which bars use of de- 
fense funds for "introduction of American 
ground combat trcK^ In Laos or Thailand" 

ia open to question. 

The bill does not limit advisory troops In 
either country. History shows that use of ad- 
visory troops escalated Into the eatrmA ¥leb- 
nam flirting. 

The hill provides $2.2 billion for support of 
local forces in South Vietnam, plus support 
of U.S. allies fighting there, as well as support 
for local forces in Laos and Thailand.

And the bill earmarks $90 million ti» support 

American activity in Laos — an Increase of 
16.7 per cent.

But the Senate again has lost ite fight against 
the Defense Department and tbe Pentagon.

Neil Arm- 
strong's quote, this ts a "small step for man, a giant 
leap for mankind," will live in history. 

Bven while the two men were on their way to the 
moon, there was talk back home about the future of 
the space program. Such proponents as Vice Presi- 
dent Agnew were advocating preparation for a flight 
to Mars while Sen. Edward Kennedy advocated 
phasing down the program his late brother started. 
News commentator Walter Cronkite, long time pro- 
ponent of space esplorating, said the year will come 
when we will look tmck on our space expenditures 
as one of the sreateBt barpnins of the century.

underdog. Not only wif^ the New York Jets under- 
dogs in their Super Bowl victory, the New York 
Mets rose to be the baseball champions of the world. 
The Mets moved through the s^son with a sense 
ot eonfldrace always evidenced in a champion. 

Underdog John Lindsay, rebuked by New York 
City'H flimHy Republican party, was able to join up 
witli the liberal party and splinters of the Repub- 
licans and Democrats and win handily over two 
leas-tfaan-medlocre opftonents. Lla<toay*8 vtetory came 
In spite of the fact that his two old political allies, 
Nelson Rockefeller and Richard Kixon, deserted him 
at the start. Lindsay's star should continue to rise in 
1870. 

THE EVKR-CHANGING American woman sought 
freedom again during 1969, this time through the 

no-bra movement. The mini trend contlsves, but 
maxi-coats are widespread this fall. 

Historians these days ssy the American presidency 
is becoming outmoded.

Broadway Joe Namah and Spiro Agnew became 
household names durinR 1969. The never-modest 
Namath found fame by accomplishing what he said 
he could. Spiro Agnew found his notoriety by saying 
the things President Nteon wanted to say, but felt 
he cotildn't. 

Lyndon Johnson left the satlon^ spoUlght tor the 
first time in 20 years, 

News commentator Eric Severeid humorously points 
up a possible collision course within the Nixon ad- 
ministration. While Agnew has nothing good to say 
tor the American press, Nixon Just last week smilingly 
said be felt the pretis had done a pretty good job la 
dealing with his administration. 

AI^EERICA WAH obsessed with the words "college 
revolt" during the first part of the year, but re- 
bellion on campus has since faded from the picture as 
a subject for discussion. Evangelist Billy Graham 
predicted in late August that terrorism would hit 
our campuses in early fall, but this prophecy has 
failed to matertaUze, Orderly change may be the 
byword for 1970 on the college scene.

Review:; 

'Elvira Madigan is 
powerful movie

**Bavira Madigan," being shown at the Union Ut- 
ile Theatre this evening at 7, is an wicomnionly 
good film, one of the best I have seen in the itast few 
years. Its simple story of two young lovers who for- 
sake their society to create their own world is told 
by its astontshingly beautiful photography and snbdned, taste- 
ful style. 

The film, by Swedish director Bo Wlderberg, Is based on 
the true story ot Elvira Madigan, a circus tightrope walker, 
and Lt. Count Sixten Sparre. When they tall in love, ahe 
leaves the circus and he deserts; they disappear together. They 
want only tu be left alone to enjoy their lives, but they are 
'not; they are soni^t attn by th« pottee, and life ta antieipap 
tion ot dlaeovery. 

THOUGH THEY ar« drop-ottU from their aociety, onr sym- 
pathifH ;tre with them. Certainly their motives are innocent 
and harmless, and appeal to that element in each of us that 
wonid like to find a world tree of the responsihUitles and 
pressures of a restrictive and demanding society. As their 
love grows, it strengthens these desires, until finallv, they 
cannot return to their soeiety wlthont dlsscdving their love; 
and it is a price whldi th^ find too teiTfbte, mora terrible 
even than death. 

Wlderberg'a viewpoint, like that ot Claude Leiouebe (who 
directed "A Man and a Woman") Is strongly feminine. The 
scenes and settings are beautiful, color and texture predomi- 
nate over shape and form; the film reveals not a world of 
plot and action, but a world of atfeetkm, feeltast joy, pinna- 
are, nad aiinple aenattal delisbt. 

TWBOi BWIXTT, Of M t presit ng a world of feeling, is en- 
hanced by the film's cautious and carefully used soundtrack 
(mostly Mozart) and by Widerberg's tasteful restraint. There 
are no annoying manaeriama In this fUffl, nothing obtrudes 
Into Ellvira and Sixten's world. 

These qualities, ot iimpUotty. taste, and bMttty, give '*M- 
vlra Madigan" a transeendant Quality that makes it power- 
fully absorbing. Perhaps it gives m hope that those dreams 
Of ideal love, mangled in the gnash of living and atrophied 
tor laek ot nurture, nre not ao koveleae after ^mi.

Mr. DeJulio also assumes that if a person 
has an optimistic attitude toward man's des- 
tiny, be therefore Is helping to perpetuate the 
world's problems.

This attitude 
has not raiiscd nip to .sit back while the 
world's problems increase.

In bis speech criticizing television Mr. Ag- 
' said that **When Winston Churchill rallied 
public opinion to stay the course against Hit- 
ler's Germany, he didn't have to contend wifli 
a gaggle of commentators raising doubts abont 
whether he was reading the pahllo right'* Is 
that eorreetT 

There were critics of Mr. Churchill in Eng- 
land at that time, if they had been silenced 
it wouldn't have been England. The place 
where there was no gaggle of commentators 
. was m HltltorHt Ctormaay; that was the dlf- 
fennce between the reghnea. and what the 
war was aU about. 

OF CEBTAIN newspapers Mr. Agnew says 
that "the time for belief In their nen^llty 
is gone/* In a spirited defense of the presSi 
the New Yorker (Dec. 6) replies: 

"There Is nothing in the Constitution that 
says the press has to be neutral. Nor for that 
matter is there anything that says It has to 
be objectlTe, or fair, or eten aeearate or tnith- 
ful, desirable though these qualities are. For 
who is to be the judge? The press is simply 
free, and its frendom, like any other freedom, 
has to be absolute in order to be freedom." 

The Freedom of the Press amendment in 
the Constitution was not intended primarily 
to protect the press, it was intended to pro- 
tect the people against the possibility of a 
usurping government— whether a dictatorial 
legislature or a monarch ial executive and 
Thomas Jefferson made that perfectly plain 

at the time. 

Hie Founding Fathers believed that, what 
has proved to be good policy in years fol- 
lowing, competitive freedom in the market 



place, is good for a democracy whether in 
the oommOTdai tIeM i» In the contest of 
Ideas. This reporter sees 20 or so syndicated 
news columns a day; are they fair? Well, 
they are certainly different! Ultimate de- 
cision on their value and fairness must be 
made by you, the reader. 

VERY FEW administrations have been satr 
isfied with what they read in the press. Un- 
doubtedly the press should do better than it 
does. But It is the tone and style of Mr. ,Ag- 
new that is a matter of some concetm. He 
refers to protest against the war as "sick 
and rancid," and the protestors variously as 
"vultures." ideological eunuchs," and "para- 
sites, " and observes, "we can afford to separate 
them from our society with no more regr^ 
than we should feel over discarding rotten 
apples from a barrel." "Discarding rotten 
apples" . . . what should he do with them? 
It has an ominous sound. Congress Is cur- 
rently conflidering whether to eliminate the 
right to set up concentration camps that was 
provided in the McCarthy hysteria under the 
McCarran Act, We trust Mr. Agnew would 
not revive them. 

«*FAIBMB8S** IS a terribly difficult concept 
A big debate in Washington right now Is what 
degree of support President Nixon achieved 
by his Nov. 3 speech in which he outlined a 
course of witlidrawal from Vietnam giving 
no time limit but by inference In^cation that 
It would be done promptly and with an honor- 
able settlement. The favorable response was 
overwhelming, the Louis Harris Poll gave it 
78 per cent. But were they supporting Mr. 
Nixon, or his hope of getting out, or botht

polls is a tricky business. The Washington 
Post, Nov. 24, carried a Gallup Poll on page 
1 saying that 77 per cent favored Mr. Nixon's 
plan to end the war without time limit, while 
on page 2 it carried another poll saying 67 
per cent favored N.Y. Sen. Charles Goodell's 
plan to end the war with a time limit. What 
does it mean? Our fallible judgment is that 
the public Is unhappy aud confused. Mr. Nixon 
has won time, but how mui^ nobody knows.

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Students find drawbacks 
establishing credit rating

THBRlB m nothing In a parMm'a M«dtt file 
that can not be substantiated by public records 
or voluntary inCormatlon. The merchant makes

He may use the credit bureau's information to 
make thU decision. It is usually easier lor a 
permanent resident to obtain credit than a stu- 
dent, it is not that students cause more prob- 
lems than residents, but In a student's case, there 
has probably been little credit eKpertene*. Thier- 
olf said. Therefore, the merchant baa no Infor^ 
matlon on which to Judge his ability to pay. 

In order to gather existing Infomiatlim. the 
merchant must pay the credit bureau to oall the 
student's home town or a place where fca lUM 
had some credit experience. 

If a merchant does not think the Stttdaat'a mae 
of credit will pay tor tho ea^oMe, he may set aa- 
tend the credit. 

ANOTHER disadvantage for the student be- 
sides having little previous credit dealings be- 
fore going to etilege, to ttiat he may change 
schools or graduate and «ha mardHuit loiaa «aiK 
tact with him. 

A in«r«luuil wanU to sail merohandloa, and 
since 92 per cent of the Gross National Prodact 
(O.N.P.) Is moved by credit, be knows be maat 
not deny this kind of vayoMnt. Thelrolt said. Bat 
the merchant must be assured that he will get 
back the face value ol the merchandise. That Is 
why be la so careful In extending credit. 

For instance. It is easier to buy a retrlgeiator 
on a contractual basis than to obUin a charge 
card from a store. Oa a refrigerator, a peraon 
mnst make payaiaats or have the merchandise 
repossessed. If he owes on the refrigerator the 
store will not let blm buy anything else on credit. 

WITH A charge card, the merchants has less 
control over the customer.

THE MERCHANT checks the willingness of a 
person to pay him back by the way he has paid 
his hills In the past. The student is at a disad- 
vantage here because in most cases he has not 
had time to establish a record of credit dealing. . 

Stability Is the third thing a merchant usually 
loks at before giving credit, Thierolf said. A per* 
son who is established in the community would 
he a better credit risk than a student who may 
Change sehools or loae eontaet with the merehaat 
by graduating. 

Many people do not realise how Important 
tbelr past Is in attempting to mtahUsh credit. 
An act of vandalism done aa a prank foea on a 
person's record. 

This laeormation on bla record is tte credit 
bureau mtg^ hart his ^neea of gaUitas eradtt 
later. 

A merchant can not tell by looktag at this kind 

of a record that a person has became responsible 
in recent years. However, if a person has a biem-

To add a touch of royalty to the affair, 
eacb participating school elected a queen 
to reign over the festlTitles. SyMa White, 
a junior in elementary educaton, was chos- 
en by the Wildcat squad to represent K- 
SUte. 

OTHEB attractions Include a celebrity 

game between radio personalities from two 
Fort Worth stations at halftime of Satur- 
day's final game. In addition, three offi- 
cials will be used In each game instead of 
the customary two*mui team. 

But ikow to the games themselves. K- 
State will be out for revenge in their op- 
ening battle with T.C.U. tonight. Two 
years ago the Horned Frogs came from 13 
points down to upset the 'Oftts, 77-73, in 
the opening rcnaid of the N.C.A.A. Mid- 
west Regional. 

This year the Frogs are relatiTely in- 



experienced. They lost heavily from last 
year's squad, which went 12-12, and have 
won two of four games this y^ir. 

LEADCfO T.C.U. early has been B-foot- 
2 guard Jeff Harp with a 16.8 average. He 
has received strong help from 6-foot-8 
forward Doug Boyd (1S.5 points) and

THEREAFTER, Fred Cox 
kicked SO- and S2-yard field 
goals and Dave Oshorn broke 

looflp through the line on a 20- 
yard dash for another touch- 
down to give the Vikings a 27-0 
lead before Cleveland got on the 
board wHb 14 mlnntes to pl^ 
on a three-yard pass from BOI 
Neiaen to Gary Collins. 

The tonehdown was the only 

one the Browns scored in eight 
quarters of play against the Vi- 
kings this year. The VlklngS 
beat Clevelandt Bl-9, in s regn- 
lar season gwno and entorod 
Sunday's eovtoirt eli^t^potait 
favorites. 

KAPP, a rugged, 31-yoar-old 
tlO-ponnder, completed seven of 

13 passes for 169 yards and only 
once was he trapped for a loss.

It was the 14 th victory tUft 
season for tfce Vikings, tncludlav 
a It-game winning streak after 
losing their opening game. Last 
week Minnesota came from be- 
hind to beat the Los Angles 
Rams, SS-8<>. snd advance to the 
title clash, while Cleveland whip- 
ped Dallas for its passage toward 
Sunday's defeat. 

KAPP'S TASK was made eas- 
ier by the Vikings' fabled de- 
fense. One of Cox's field goals, 
from the 30, came after lineback- 
er Wally Hllgenberg rscoirared a 
Leroy Kelly fumble oa the 
Browns' 43. 

The Vikings^ third touchdown, 
though It came on a 67-yard 
drive, got its impetus when Hll- 



genberg Intercepted Nelsen's 

pass on the Viking 33. killing off 
a Cleveland drive. The second 
interception on Nelsen, by Paul 
KrauMe, came in the end tone 
In the third period, wiping out 
Cleveland's only v-tnture deep 
into Minnesota territory until 
that MB*. 

Thft ViklnKs ran for 222 yards 
while limiting Cleveland to 97 
and totalled 383 yards overall 
wbfle atlowtac the Browns 889. 

THK 81*YKAR-old Kapp re- 
fused to mako any Joe Namath- 
style forecasts about the Super 
Bowl game next week for which 
the Vikings qualified by Sun- 
day's triumph.

OAKLAND (UPI) — Em- 
mltt Thomas, a fourth-year 
pro from BlBhop College, 
get up a second-haU toueb- 
down and a field goal with 
a pair of interceptions Sun- 
day to end three years of frus- 
tration for the Kansas City Chiefs 
with ft 17-7 victory over the Oak- 
land Raiders and the American 
Football League championship , 

The victory, worth about 
f7,000 per man to the Chiefs, 
sent them to their second Super 
Bowl appearance In New Orleans 
next week against the Natio:iai 
League Champion Minnesota Vi- 
kings, who defeated the Cleve- 
land Browns earlier In the day. 

NBITHKR the Chiefs, beaten 
by the hated Raiders in seven of 
eight previous appearances, nor 
Oftkland inado a mtetake In the 



first half, durini which each side 
scored a touebdown. 

It was a different story In the 
second as the Chiefs put on a 
punishing rush against Oakland 
Quarterback Darylo Lamonica. 

The finally got htm out of 
there with an injured right hand 
midway through the third quar- 
ter. 

LEN DA'VreON. frustrated In 
the two previous losses to Oak- 
land this year, then took the 
Chiefs, four-point underdogs, 94 
yards in 10 plays for what ap- 
pears tu lie the winning touch- 
down. Robert Holmes got the 
score with a five-yard first down 
around left end, 

The game deteriorated rapidly 
after that score as the Chiefs 
gave up the ball twice on fumbles 
deep in their own territory, but 
with Lamonica hack after a short 
rttt, th^ Interoepted three 



times, the last by Thomas to set 
up a 24-yard insurance field goal 
by Jan Stenerud With 4:48 left 
in the game. 

The Chiefs, in a way, were able 
to get to the championship game 
only because of the AFL's new 
playoff setup. During \hi- rt^su- 
lar season, they lost twice to the 
Raiders, who won the Western 
Division title with n It-Z-t rec- 
ord. 

KANSAS CITY went on from 
there, though, to whip the New 
York Jets and came back to play 
the Raiders a third time — but 
this time for the title. 

Charlie Smith ran three yards 
with Si seconds left In the first 
quarter to give Oakland a 7-0 
lead but Wendell Hayes got one 
back with a oue-yard smash with 
1:50 remaining in the first halt 
tor a 7-7 standi^.

land, set the drive witfl a 48- 
yard pitch to Frank Pitts. 

IN THK w inn ins; touchdown 
drive, Dawson hit Otis Taylor 
with s SS^ard pan and Holmes 
with a 23-yarder to put the 
Chiefs in business. An Interfer- 
ence call against Oakland back 
Nemiah Wilson put the ball at 
the seven and three plays later 
Holmes went arouttd left end tor 
the winner. 

Thomas galloped 02 yards 
with his intcrcf'ption to the Oak- 
land 18 and Stenerud, who had 
27 field goals during the regu- 
lar season, sailed the ball 
through the crossbars four plays 
later. 

By winning, Kansas City makes 
its second trip to the Super 
Bowl. Only the Green Bay Pack- 
ers have made It to the big one 
that many times. 



Big Eight race promises to be nail-biting affair 



Big Eight basketball teams displayed their 
wares in their annual holiday tournament last 
^eek In Kansas City, Mo. They tought and 
seratched for 12 games. Total margin In the 

12 games was 66 points. 

That broke the old record of 74 points set 
in 1961 and, more Important, promised mid- 
land fans another nall-Wting winter. 

TO GIVl you an idea of how close the 
league's teams are. Oklahoma State entered 
the tournament with a 9-0 record and left 
with eighth place and a 9-3 mark. 

Oklahoma won the championship, but few 
are willing to helieFe the Soooers will win 
the league. Only 10 of 23 previous tourney 
winn^^rs also have won the league title. 

And although the Sooners were most im- 
pressive they didn't exactly wreck anyone. 
.They were down by U points with less than 
live minutes left In the first-round game with 
ICansas. rallied when the Jayhawk. cqllapBed 
at the freethrow line and scored a i.s-(,4 over- 
time victory. K-State was next and didn't suc- 



cumb until the final seconds.. 72-67. Colorado 
was the victim in the finals, 73-72. 

THK COACHES, who were unanimous be- 
fore the season that defending champion Col- 
orado should be the favorite, now are having 
trouble deciding which is the team to beat. 

A& Missouri's Norm Stewart said. *'I see five 
hall clubs that have big, strong people. Okla- 
homa State, Iowa State and we are in the 
smaller category. 

*'If our club fits Into the race. I think It will 
have to be a situation where everyone is beat- 
ing everyone else. But I think those other 
five have a chance to get momentum and win 
it in a different fashion." 

K-KTATE COACH Cotton FlUslmmons said. 
"We're really going to chop each other up. 
But I'd still have to go with Colorado because 
of their experience and Cliff Meely." 

Most everyone agrees the 6-foot-7 Meely is 
t he best player in the league. He can do it all. 

Oklahoma's John MacLeod, who is start- 



ing two sophomores, is wondering how his 
team will stand up on the road once the 

conference season begins. 

"I felt we'd be extremely inexperienced be- 
fore the season began," he said, "and we will 
be all year long. But we're playing as a team, 
' not as Individuals." 

]IacL£O0 WONT have to speculate long 
about what kind of a road team he has. Ok- 
lahoma opens its season Saturday against K- 
State in Manhattan, which is generally con- 
ceded to be one of the most difficult places in 
the conference to win. 

Four t^ims begin the 14-game race Mon- 
day night when Oklahoma State visits K-State 
and Kansas goes to Missouri. Nebraska Is at 
lowa State Tuesday. 

"It's really an even league," said Colorado's 
Sox Walseth. "1 think a lot of teams have a 
chance. And I think we're among 'em. That's 
all you can ask for. But I sure wouldn't count 

anybody out of It."

Job deferment hinges on 'necessity

While the debate as to whether the "random 
lottery was random" goes on, there are other 
issues related to selective service that may be 
important to you. Many of you haire asked 
questions oone^ning occupational deferments, 
the following may be bet^ in answering 
some of those qnMtlons: 

THE MILITAEY Service Act of 1967 au- 
thorizes the President to prescribe regulations 
governing deferments if registrants "chosen 
employment in industry, agriculture, or other 
occupations" is "necessary to the maintenance 
of the national health, safety or interest." The 
Social Security regulations provide class II C 
for agricultlural workers and II A for persons 
in other occupations. 

Except for vocational students and ap- 
prentices, a registrant's work shall be con- 
sidered necessary to the maintenance of the 
national health, safety or interest only when 
all of the following conditions exist: 

• The registrants is, or except for a sea- 
sonal or temporary interruption would be, en- 
gaged in suc^ activl^. 

• The registrant cannot be replaced be- 
cause of a shortage of persons with his qualifi- 
cations or mn in such acUvlty.

AH AOBICljLTUBAIi worker applying for 
II C must meet the above requirements» too! 
In addition, he should be able to show that the 
productivity of his farm, measured by average 
annual production (or market per farm worker, 
equals that of other local farms of the same 

type. 

When the registrant applies for the defers 
ment II C, he diould consult the county agri- 
cultural agent for advice and productivity sta- 
tistics. Many other factors color the giving 
of the II C deferment. Local boards are not 
consistent at this point and often consider 
"haidship" and "only son factors*' when mak- 
ing a decision concerning a II C. 

For those of you considering a II A occupa- 
tional defermmit the foUowing procedure is 
advised : 

• The registrant should make a written 
request to his local board. His employer can 
also make such a request, for the strongest 
case, both should do so. Letters should em- 
phasize In what ways the occupation is neces- 
sary to the national and community interest 
and that the applicant meets the three criteria 
listed earlier.

• Requests for II A or II C should be made 
before issuance of an order to report for in- 
duction. 

If your request for a deferment n A or II C 
is turned down by your local board and you 
are classified I A you may request from your 

board a personal appearance within 30 days 
to discuss your case. The registrants employer 
or supervisor would make an ideal witness at 
the appearance. Active support by the em- 
ployer may add considerably to the strength 
of your claim. If the local board denies your 
request you may app^l to the State Board, 
again within 30 days. 

Note: When working or living outside his 
local board area, a regtetrant can direct the 
local board, when he requests a state appeal, 
to transfer it to the appeal board where he 
is working or living. Transfers generally pro- 
duce more favorable results, especially for 
registrants seeking occupational defennents. 

If you are making plans to apply for an oc- 
cupational deferment, talk to your employer 
and see a draft counselor. Both will probably 
be able to give you valuable additional infor- 
mation.

The play Is light and pleasant to read and that t 
waa lookliif forward to an evening of bliss. Our fond- 
est liopea are often dlaappotnted, as mine wore. 

I WAa linaedlately Impressed by tbe set which 

was designed by George Gray of "FantaatlckB" fame. 
He transformed a complex presedium set with tbe 
hand of a veteran expert. 

The living room wall was splendid with two elks 
heads over the mantle. One room was well neglected 
by the director, bnt I think that is understandable In 
the context of tbe play itself.

THE FIRST BOENE Is poorly directed iwcause 
Owen Webster, played by Charles Lieader with a bit 
of lightheartedness, lolls around the stage with very 
mt1e effect except to make tbe audience wonder when 
the play is going to begin.

Bnt the beginning as Saroyan wrote it Is far better, 
getttag Info thM action Immediately, and keeping aud- 
tonee interest up with light and seemingly friyolous 
dialogue, which in the later aeeaea begins to form a 
more intricate pattern. 

Agnes Webster, played by Mary Sue Bartlett, was 
a pleasant contract to the heaviness that dominated 
the stage. She Was more spontaneous and more in- 
teresting than anyone, with one pondble exeeptlon 
which will eome later. 

Jonah Webster, played by John Dillion, was a 
heavy character. In his entrance he was supposed to 
be drunk, instead he looked like he had a stiff back. 

The saiiiL' unfortunate mistake was made by Dkn 
HlUboy, played by Barry Sewal, when he tried to 
pass as drank. 

Jonah continues to be stiff until the very end, when 
his lengthy monologue which explains the play, if 
you're still interested, seems more depressing than 
it should. He should be drunk and reminiscing about

The plot of the play Is serious, carefully woven 
with many religious references — tor example, ad- 
oration of the lambs — but it doesn't sacrifice Its 
comedy to its Intricacies. I would imagine It could 
he extremely easy to let the play get heavy, over- 
dramatic, like John Dillon doing his final monologue 
about his family and his concerns for them — phi- 
losophising about life, which is the pit that Mary 
Horton fell into. 

About this I an very sorry, because what seemed 
to be a pleasant evening of entertainment turned 
Into melodrama, and even that went sour. It bad no 
point, that Is what is io ultimately frustrating. The 
play was obviously well-polished, well-rehearsed, and 
even the acting wasn't bad. but the tempo loses tbe 
play's pow«> and m^odrans's ec«se^.

Humphrey slated 
for Landon Lecture

Hubert Humphrey's visit and speech Friday at K- 
State could mark the first move in a bid for tbe 1972 
Demo^tic Biuty nomination for the Presldeney of 
the United States. 

Humphrey, whose political background lias been 

identified with arms control, disarmament and social reform* 
will speak at 1^:30 a.m. la Ahaarn Field House on ''Making 
Govarament Work." 

"I THINK Hubert Humphrey la far from being eliminated 
as a possible Democratic candidate in 1972," Alf Landon, one- 
time Republican nominee for President aad adiuttot proCewor 
of political science at K-State, said. 

If Humphrey announces plans for a 1972 presidential bid, 
it will not be the first time that the K-«ute Landon Leatam 
Serlea will haye been used to launch a eampatgn. 



IN ieS7, Ck>y. George Romaey of Michigan first appeared 

as an announced candidate in the Landon Lecture Series. 

"The Landon Lectures on Public Issuea" platfoffm began 
the presidential eampalten of the late Sea. Robert Keaaa^, 
who appeared on March 18, 1968. 

Humphrey's political career is apparently far from waning. 
He remains the titalar head of the Demficratle Party aad 
serves as chairman of the Democratic Policy Council, which 
was established to take positions on behalf of the Party on 
major national and international issues. 

Presently, Humphrey is a professor of political science and 
international affairs at Macaleater College in St. Paul, Minn., 
and professor in the social science program at the University 
of Minnaaota. 

HL.>U"HitKi , in an address In December at the national con- 
vention of the Toong Democrats of America, denounced the 
Nixon administration for its "political scbisophtenU" and iU 
practice of "too much talk and too little a^ion." 

Humphrey urged President Nlzon to take care of America's 
domestic problems first. He said; "While our nation's leaders 
alternately scold radio and television commentators, liberal 
lonmalista aad members of Goagress, the people wait in vain 
for presidential leadership for railef. housing, crime control, 
better heatU care, lower hitafaat rttos, clear and clean louer 
and better scboola."

McCloskey said Stoessel would represent the 
United fiUtes and Yang the mainland Chinese, 
but be did not announce any agenda for tlie talks.

This Sunday, the Iniernationai Film Festival 
fflll show a film very much worth seeing: Rfiman 
^lanski's "Repulsion." The film is in English, 
and will be shown at Z:'i<i p.m. and again at 7:30 
p.m.

Polanski, a Polish graduate of the State Film 
School, was not widely known In this country un- 
til his film "Rosemary's Baby" was released. 
The same qaalttles that made "Rosemary's Baby" 
so successful and entertaining are found in "Re- 
pulsion:" a sustained and illumiQating look at 
faar aad avtl sat frss la tfea lianiaB penoaalliy. 

OATHISBiKIs: DBNEIIVK is (surprisingly) ut- 
terly eonvtneing as Carol, a beauttfnt London 
maalearlst. Though her sister Helen has an ei- 
pUMtir sexual relationship with her lover Mi- 
chael Carol spurns the atteottoas of men. As the 
film progresses, we see It is not just shyness, or 
adolescent fears, or inexperience that Is the hang- 
up; nothing even as simple (relatively) as lesbl- 
li Is a trae phobia — an utter terror of 
that sweeps through Carol in moments 
psyebotic detachment from reality.

POLANSKI SHOWS us Carol's descent into 
psychosis grippingly, through Carol's repeated 
alghtmares of being raped la her bed and hw 
wiwli fears of cracks In the wall, which enlarge 
wllk trJfhtsains spsad. Polaaski's handling of 



these details fis nothing short uf fantastic. Hx- 
ample: Near the end, Carol imagines the walls 
opening up, with arms thrusting through clutch- 
ing at her, a quick but powerfully intense scene 
reminiscent of all those clutching hands in "Sud- 
denly, Last Summer." 

CAROI/'H I»l'rKPl';MX<; madness is, however, 
merely the flesh on the bones of the drama. Tlie 
real substance of the film begiiui when Carol's 
sister takes a holiday, leaving her in their apart- 
ment alonet U would be unfair to disclose* the 
results, but those who see this fUm wUl lind It 
impossible to avoid comparlag It to Hfileliea^'S 
1960 thriller, "Psycho." 

Isolated human madness Is tragic; but Polan- 
^1, like Httehoock, lAows as the ette^ when 
madness, as a force, as«s a psrtaa w Its ageat 
to act on others. 

Another comparison unavoidably eropa up, one 
of those terrible twists of fate and history: Po- 
lanskl'B wife, Sharon Tate, was recently murdered 
la Calitomla, under dreuaistaneeB strangely par- 
ailal to those studied In this tnm. 

"Repnlslfm," as I said earlier, is worth seeing. 
It's a bener Wm than either "Rosemary's Baby" 
or "Psycho," one that Is both entertstnlng and 
intellectually satisfying. Admission is a bit of 
a hassle, since only season tickets are sold; single 
admtssloaa liava to be managed by groups going 
together to buy a ticket. The season ticket also 
admits one to film showings next semester as well.

The test of a newspaper often is Its 
readers. 

' The Collegian this semester has 
edltmialiied about students and po- 
Ucemen. students and local tavems 
and itiidMits and landlords. 

BECENTLY, A local resident com- 
plained to the paper concerning a car 
aG«sldent between a student and a Han* 
hattan ^tlien. 

"I'm Just trying to test you ... to 
see if you tell both sides/' the resident 
said. 

The case In question Involved re- 
peated attempts by the resident to con- 
tact the student orer Christmas va- 
cation. The resident sent unanswered 
letters to the student's home and loeal 
residence. 

THE RESIDENT'S complaint was 
that K-Staters should have the same 
respeet for local ettlsens as the Col- 
legian has demanded from policemen, 
landlords and taverns. 

The resident said that the paper 
stands ready to pounce on anyone who 
violates the rights of a student. He 
asked what the CoUeglan will do about 



the treatment of the car-wr^ked resi- 
dent by the student. 

THE BESmENT suggested an edi- 
torial. He asked what the paper that 

hammers police, landlords and pubUc 
officials would do for him. 

The answer is: NOTHING. 

The answer could be a long, emo- 
tional theme about students, honesty 
and courtesy. The Collegian recog- 
nizes that there are persons who are 
not polite. Some cheat. Others are 
rude. Their actions, are abominable. 

BUT THE Collegian did not edi- 
torialize because the accident was be- 
tween two private citizens. 

It is necessary to distinguish be- 
tween the official actions of public 
officials and a cftr wrei^k between two 
citiaens. 

Although the student was not legally 
bound to answer the resident's letters, 
common courtesy would be a reply. 
The resident did point out. however, 
that he could obtain the tnf onimtton 
elsewhere. 

It should be apparent that courtesy 
is a two-way street. Private disputes 
may have campus-wide impact, but 
generally are confined to private dti- 



otficiate for recognition of arti<^ agreed to 
by the Republic of Vietaam at the Cteneva 
Convention. 

THE ARTICLES demand release of prison 
ers' names, sick and wounded, and an inter- 
national organization to be allowed inspec- 
tion of all prison camps. It also demands a 
regi^ flow of mail betwem prisoners and. 
their families. 

The Geneva Conference Includes not only 
wars but all conflicts — such as that in Viet- 
nam. Hie articles were set up for humane 
reasons and agreed to by meet countries of 
the world. 

Interest may be shown through action 
taken in many ways, including the mass 
media and individual confrontations such as 
letters.

The surrey conoemed tbe freshmeii 
woiiiea*B hours poUey. ineludli^E repilatloitB 
for "q^ecialB." "late minutes," and weekday 
hours as well as whether freshmen, hoars 
should be eliminated entirely. 

All women living in organized housing re- 
celTcd the questlonnAire. 

BESPONSE TO the questtonB dealing with 
semester specials imd extension of . late min- 
utes was limited. 

Reasons for that lack of response are not 
detiiUtely lotown by anyono—lt eould he that 
most upperelssswoineii were already satis- 
fled with the details of the resoiatloiis placed 
on freshman 



BUT THE LACK of response shoold hate 
been beoaiue the quesUom Is not one of '*if or 
^low to liberalize the rwl^Ltlons.*' The Issue 
^s rather the legitimacy of having any hours 
at all for freshmen women when sophomores, 
juniors, and seniors don't have them. 

Apparently that was the reason for the 
freshmen's silence on the reguli^ios details; 
they voted to abolish the hours policy. 

The shocker came from the upperclass- 
women who reinforced Victorian, condescend- 
ing attitudes about freshmen women and re- 
plied that hours should be retained — hours 
that in some eases are stricter than those a 
girl had at home. 

PERHAPS uppercl ass women just felt "they 



should have hours because I did.** Or maybe 
freshmen hours are just snothsr way to keep 

the dorms filled since hours neceraltate the 

University checking up on its students. 

More probably the reasons are rooted In 
some ingrained attitudes women have them> 
selves: '*Women. eq^edally freshmen* are 
naive, yulnerable and ta used oC prptectloa 
(we were?).** 

TRUE, MAN Y women are naive, vulnerable, 
and in need of protection because they belicTe 
theflnselves to be naive, vulnerable and in 
need of protection. So are some men. 

However, freshmen women at K-State and 
elsewhere don't have a monopoly on naivete; 
It has also been noted in some sophomores, 
juniors and seniors. 

Fiath«rmore« even if they did have a mo* 
nopoly on naivete, hours would not be an 
adequate protection (seduction can occur be- 
fore 1 a.m.). Better to prohibit dates, mixed 
classes and other contact with males. 

THE THING that eludes me is what fresh- 
men hours are supposed to accomplish. 
Is it to keep impr^slonable freshmen "out 

of trouble?" 

If anyone— student, administrator or par- 
ent—thinks that this Is effective, he is being 
blinded and duped. Those women who want 
to stay out later or all night for whatever 
reason will do so — and sleep elsewhere or de- 
vise a method of sneaking in later. 

SOME ABGVE that freshmen have so many 
adjustments to make that hours should be 
regulated — to help them. This is perhans the 
most persuasive argument but it is falsley 
persuasive. To "help" a student who wants 



advice or understanding Is one thing; to force 
uawautsd '*help'* on students just because 
they toppen to be women and freidunen is 
both Insulting and ineffective. 

Some upperclasswomen rationalize that 
there are freshmen who want hours. 

AMB THEM THE clincher comes: "The 
question is where to draw the line.*' 

That implies that a line must be drawn, 
i.e. the University should do something. But 
what is the rationale tor having tiie Univer- 
sity's function be arbitrarily dividing fresh- 
men women from the rest of K-State coeds? 

Hopefully AWS and the administration will 
not retain freshmen hours on the basis of 
upperclasswomen replies to the survey. 

Many administrators here luid on other 
campuses have tried to lessen the parental 

role of the University. K-State upperclass- 
women could learn something from them.

James Ray denied new trial 



KHOXVIIiLE, Tenn. 
(UPI) — The Tennessee Su- 
preme Court Thursday de- 
nied a iietltlon by James 
£3arl Ray for a new trial In 
the slaying of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. 

In handing down the 
unanimous eight-page de- 
cision, the court noted that 
Ray had knowingly pleaded 
guilty in criminal court in 
MMttphta to the King slaying, 
that he had been represented by 
competent and nationally prom- 



inent counsel, and that he had 
waived aU rights of appeal In 
entering his plea. 

Ray is serving 99 years in the 
state penitentiary for the April 
1988 slaying of the prominent 
civil rights leader. 

Since entering the prison in 
Nashville last March, he han 
presented the oourts, both fed- 
eral and state, a number ot pe- 
titions, which were denied ex- 
cept for a recent decision in 
federal eonrt which will give him 
work and recreational programs 
to relieve the loneliness of his 
maximum security confinement. 

"The court finds that the 
defendant vlllMy. fcnovingly

Roberts. « tO-jresr old politi- 
cal science major and advance 
man for Humphrey, arrived In 
Manluittaii late Wednesday eve- 
ning and worked Thursday 
momlDg nnallslng plans f&r the 
former vice president's speech. 
Roberts relaxed in bis motel 
room working on a term paper 
and answering questions about 
his Job with Humphrey. 

Roberts Joined the Humphrey 
organisation In June, 1969, in 
the Washington offtee. 

"I STARTED out as a TOlttn> 

teer worker and assisted Mr. 
Humphrwy updating hia files/* 
Roberts said, "Not liing is ever 
thrown away in Humphrey's of- 
fice, and we spent hours fHlng 
every scrap of paper that is a 
record of the 1968 campaign." 

Along with the office work, 
Roberts acted as a chauffeur for 
Humphrey. 

"Whenever 1 was around htm 
he continually asked me what 
my opinion was about dozens of 
subjects, especially what the 
mood was on the Princeton cam- 
pus." 

The big question was what 
does Hubert Humphry nmid 
his ttiaa doing nowt 

"HE TEACHKS two days a 
week, one at Minnesota Univer- 
sity and one at Maealetter Gol- 
itge." Roberts said. "He has no 
graduate assistants to assist him 
In teaching and recently he per- 
sonallr graded all the final ex- 
aminations in aU his eonrses 
plus graded over 109 Utm pap- 
ers." 



Humphrey also works for the 
Bneyclopedia Britannica in 
Washington. 'His Job with Bri- 
tanalea Inolndes foreign traTSis 
such as his reeent trip to Japan 
and South Korwa." Roberts said. 

Answering mall takes much of 
Hamphrey'8 time. His letters 
run at the rate of 60 a dar ae* 
cordlng to Roberts. 

"Nfiarly all his mall Is for- 
warded to his Washington office 
where hts full time staff of four 
assists Humphrey In answering 
it," Roberts said. "Some of the 
letters are iiivitatioiis to speak 
while others ask for interviews. 

HOME RKQl^RBT assistance 
concern inK a son in Vietnam and 
some arc students rf^qt'.estlng 
help on their school work," he 
said.

Why those poor ImmtgrantB stopped at that spot Is not 
known.

Her husband. Henry Wilson, is the son of a freed slave, one 
of the community's original founders. But he remembers 
little. 

She recalls how the town grew and why it declined. "The 
exodus (as the settiera referred to their migration) came out 
hore looking tor scunethtng more than the little bit they eonld 
get in the south. Th«y had tt pretty hard. I gnmi, but they 
got by somehow." 

The railroad never made it to Nicodemus and that shonld 
have kUled it long ago. For one reason or another the train 
by-passed Nicodemus for the younger towns of Bouge and Hill 
City which lie further south. Was It politicking that made the 
change T 

"POUTRICKING, I'd call it," said Mrs. Wilson with more 
than a little ire in her voice. By that time a few individuals 
in the arsa had prospered and there were those with iaflBenee 
who didn't like the black community. 

la the amazingly short time of seven or eight year* after its 
foaading the town had grown to a population of over 500. By 
1890 there was a bank owned by a white, two newspapers, 
lodges and all the other refinements that teem to make up 
etrtlisatloa, 

Nicodemus continued to srow and eventually peaked at 700, 
some say 800. Prosperity held its own until the depreasion. 

Did the black farmers have it hard during the depression? 
"Listen, boy, everybody had it hard during the depression," 
said Mrs. Wilson, emphasizing the "everybody" as she remem- 
hend the hard tlmos. "Besidss the dopression wo had the

^alls to Nigerians

Federal Nigerian troops chiiined the capture of secce«ilon> 
ist Biafra's capital and three other towns Sunday, prompting 
Nigerian officials to predict the Imminent eollapae of the 
Biafran regime and the end of the SO-montb-old civil war. 

The Biafran leader. Gen. Odumegwtt OJukwu. fled bis cap- 
ital and was variously reported to have gone into the jungle 
or to have flown to Gabon, an African nation southeait of 
Nigeria that had recognized Biafra. 

Radio Nigeria said some members of Ojnkwn's government 
h*d arrived la Ubrevilta^ tbe eapltal of Gabon. 

IK I'AKIH, a spokesman for tbe Nigerian government, Tayo 
Ogunsallre. said, "The war Is nearly over." He said the fed- 
eral government would grant a seneral amneHty to Biafrana.

"We did not go to Mr, Holmes to ask him to 
withdraw the film."

all of them indicate that it is a sex-exploitative 
film and has no^ purpose whatsoever. 

"We went to MolmM with the t ho light that WO 
would preview the movie, knowing what type Of 
film it is, In order to collect data.

"Since this action is a viola tiun of freedom of re- 
liE;ion it could be stopped by a federal court action," 
couUuufd Achtenberg, "but we will consider and ex- 
amine every other possibility before we ffldlow through 
with this type of action." 



AAUP drafts letter 



Survey objections itemized 



Among the topics discussed at 
the meeting of the K-State chap- 
ter of the American Association 
of UnlversHy i*rofessors (AAUP) 
Friday was the result of a sur- 
vey distributed by the Midwest 
Keeearcb Institute In November. 

The survey, which was auth- 
orised by the Governor's Oom- 
mlttee on Criminal Admlstra- 
tlon, included a questionnaire 
sent to seleetM faculty mem- 
bers, requesting opinions on 
student unrest, edneatloa tor the 



minority groups and teaehlng 

methods. 

No authorization was men- 
tioned on the questionnaire and 
many of the professors felt the 
questions were too "personal". A 
petition was filed asking faculty 
members not to respond to the 
surv^. 

For this reason, Governor Bo- 
be rt Docking cancelled the fac- 
ulty part of the survey. 

"No further action has been 
taken on tto quMtionaaire," 



Carol Rettenmeyer, president of 

AAUP, said. "The main issue is 
whether we should send a letter 
ot explanation to the commit tin; 
itemising the objections we had 
to the survey.'* 

"Before the oancfllation of 
the survey, many of the quest- 
ionnaires were returned to the 
Midwest Research Institute. We 
would also like to know how 
this collected information will 
be used by the committee," he 
added. 



Lack of safety precautions 
causes nursing home deaths 



MARIETTA, Ohio (UPI) — 
Additional safety precautions 
could have saved many of the 
23 elderly patients who died In 
a fire at a modern nursing home 
here, William Veigel, of the 
Ohio Department of Health said 
Sunday. 

Velget told UPI it was signifi- 
cant that alt the victims died of 
smoke inhalation. 

He pointed out that many ot 
the victims' doors were open at 
the time of the fire, allowing 
noxious gases and smoke to 
spread quickly through the sin- 
l^le-floor, brick Harmar House 
' Nursing Home. 

"I believe many could have 
been saved it their doors had 
beea closed," V^gel said. 

iFWEBrTT - ONB women and 

two men, all but one in their 
80b and SOs, lost their lives. 
Twenty-one sutocated In the Fri- 
day night blase, one died Satur- 
day and another died Sunday. 
Five of the 21 patients injured 
were listed in critical condition. 

Cause of the fire was under 
Investigation. Preliminary re- 
ports Indicated it might have 
been touched off by a iavtlt*^ 
cigarette lighter. 

Velgel said the room doora 
were open at the patients* re- 
quest, and in no way violated 
any state regulation. But he said 
safety devices were available 
which could be attached to the 
•^oora to close them automatlc- 
' ally In case of tire. 



currently were required by law 
only In "hazardous areas" of 
older nursing humes, and were 
not applicable to buildings like 
the Harmar House "which was 
nearly as fireproof as <me can 
get." 

A smoke - detection system 
might have averted the tragedy

The home had a fire-detection 
system, as required by law. It 
did not liave a sprinkler system 
or smoke-detection ' system, and 
neither are required for that 
type httlldiBg. acem^ng to Vel- 
gel.

Investigators took samples of 
carpet, padding, draperies, paint 
and otbnr items in the home 
which they planned to burn in 
testing chambers.

Prior to klB ^peeeh at K-State Friday, fona- 

er Vice President Humphrey sent notice that 
he would speak oa th« Bubject "Making Gov- 
ernment Work." 

But iOBtead of giving a dry. high school 
olvica cIem type of lecture, he coqabined a 
daidi of New Dtal WwrmUnn wtth aooie rath- 
er thoughtful pronouncements conoemtng 
America in the 19708, using an over-the- 
shoulder look at the 60s as a linking vehicle. 

This device was more than an oratorical 
gtmnitek. It atgnlfled the poUtteal evolntloii 
of Hubert Humi»hr^. 

Judging by his current speeches, Humphrey 
may no longer be just the fading remnant of 
a generation of white Northern liberals. The 
old liberal rhetoric was still there Friday, ad- 
mittedly. But tt was tem|>ered witb eometlting 
a«w: MmtHm^m i^eodi sitowsd m liiGr««»- 



ed awareness of the human element, in ref- 
erence to legislation designed to improve the 
lives of all ikmericans. 

As Humphrey said, the 80s were hallmark- 
ed by mimerous federal programs designed to 
act at local levels: The Civil Rights Act. the 
Voting Rights Act, the Economic Opportunity 
Act. The Johnson years were tlie years in 
wbieii war was declared on poverty. 

Wbsn these federal programs were put Into 
effect, it soon became apparent that many of 
them were not doing the job they were de- 
signed to do. The problem was generally due 
to^he govemn^nt's temleney to get bogged 
down by bureaucradc red tape. An alarmi^ 
percentage of the funds for the poverty bat- 
tle, for instance, never reached the poor; they 
were sidetracked into the operation of the 
numerous federal offices aei up to administer 
tbe program. 

As tbe former vloe president said In his 



speech, good government cannot be legislat- 
ed. Tbe most necessary part of any program 
Is tlie Involvement of Ura people the programs 
are designed to help. Humphrey sounds like 
h^ has recognized the mistakes of the past. 

And during a post-speech press conference, 
he indicated that he still is giving considers^ 
tion to seeking another public office. 

If the present administration continue to 
be as ineffective in dealing with domestic 
problems as it has been during the past year, 
Humphrey could very possibly boot President 
Nixon out of the White House in 1972. 

The need for effective leglslstton to deal 
with inflation, pollution, poverty and over- 
population la much f^^ater now than it met 
has been. 

The next election could well depend on 
whether President Nixon Initiates am effect- 
ive domestic program. He only has three

*f THINK the answer for ub Is 

to look carefully at all things 
that we have gradually come to 
use in making foods either look 
better or taste better, some of 
which have relatively little use- 
fulness, and find if any of them 
do harbor or hold a danger that 
we were unable to find pre- 
vious scientific evaltiationa," 
said Egeberg. 

An FDA spokesman said, how- 
ever, that a thorough Investiga- 
tion of food additives rsQulrea 
more money than la now avail- 
able.

By Monday. 25 of tht tO 
school districU in the state wtU 
have opened their doors for the 
first time under tbe VM, Svp- 
reme Court's "deMgregate now" 
mandate. 

The 80 dUtriets wltb 68,000 
black and 55,000 white students 
include nearly a fourth of the 
state's 675*000 elementary and 
MeoBdarr ttvdenta. 

PRIOR TO the Supreme 
Court's Oct. 29, 13 G9 ruling. 
HiaslMlppi ranked last in deseg- 
regutlon during fhe 19tS-ff 
school year. 

Only 7.1 per cent of its 
19S.000 black students nttanded 
eiaases with whites.
